Has Had Much Advice. 

The governor certainly has sought far and 
wide for advice. Twice he has listened to 
arguments from Mayor Harrison, Edwin 
Burritt Smith, John M. Harlan, Graeme 
Stewart, and other representatives of Chi- 
cago sentiment, all of whom urged him to 
sign the bill. He listened to an argument 
from John H. Hamline against the bill, and 
afterwards requested Hamline to-write him 
& supplementary opinion, explaining in more 
elaborate detail the objectionable features 
of the measure. He asked Attorney Genera]! 

Hamlin for a written opinion. He consulted 
his political advisers—the leaders of that 
branch of the republican party of Illinois to 
which he adheres. 

Finally, he asked the republican editors of 
the state for their opinions. 

Taking all these things into mind, the gov- 
ernor has decided—so it is asserted with con- 
fidence tonight—to sign the Mueller bill, 


Recognizes Chicago’s Demand. 

The first consideration which has moved 
the governor to this decision, it is stated, is 
the fact that he is convinced that an over- 
whelming sentiment in Chicago demands his 
approval of the measure. This sentiment has 
been voiced by republicans and democrats 
alike, by aldermen, by representatives of the 
city government, and of several municipal 
societies and voters’ leagues, and by advo- 
cates of the cause of organized labor. These 
men have left little room for doubt in the 
governor’s mind. THey have convinced him 
that the people of Chicago, irrespective of 
politics, have faith in the Mueller bill, and 
that they believe it embodies what they want 
in the way of an enabling act to force a set- 
tlement of the traction problem. 


: Thinks Veto Spells Defeat. 

The second consideration in the governor's 
mind was the political aspect of the Mueller 
problem. Gov. Yates, after talks with his 
political advisers, has convinced himself 
that a veto of the bill would be followed by 
a democratic victory im Illinois-at the next 
state election. He has even expressed him- 
self in figures on this point. Viewing the es- 
timates of his lieu¥enants in different parts 
of the state by the light of the opinions ex- 
pressed by the republican editors of Illinois 
outside of Chicago, he has decided in hts 
own mind that a yeto of the Mueller bill 
spelis a 65,000 plurality for the democratic 
ticket in the next Illinois election. These 
are the governor’s own figures. 

The opinions of the republican editors of 
Illinola, to whom the governor appealed early 
in the week, form the third and final consid- 
eration that induces the executive to con- 
clude that political wisdom dictates approval! 
of the municipal ownership measure. 


Country Editors Say Sign, 

The country editors, with only a few ex- 
ceptions, advise the governor that if Chicago 
wants the Mueller bill it is his duty to sign 
it. They admit that Chicago isthe best judge 
of what Chicago wants. They concede that 
public sentiment in Chicago favors the Mudl- 
ler bill. Therefore, they say to the governor: 
** Give Chicago what that city wants and let 
that city take the consequences.’’ 

A representative of the governor attended 
the state convention of Illinois editors at 
Cairo this week. The editors gave him the 
same verbal advice: “ Give Chicago what it 
wants.”’ 

Gov. Yates this afternoon sent to the ex- 
ecutive mansion all the press clippings on the 
subject, and tonight he is at work on the 
message, which he must file with the secre- 
tary of state not later than Monday. It is 
asserted here tonight that his message wil! 
explain at length why he finally decided to 
sign the bill—that the overwhelming senti- 
ment of the people of Chicago left him no 
alternative. 

Senator Albert J. Hopkins was in Spring- 
field today. He said if Yates asked his ad 
vice as to the Muelier bill he intended tb tell 
the governor frankly that the measure should 
meet the executive’s unqualified approval.

BULLETS FLY; WOMAN HI? 


SHOT DOWN WHILE TRYING TO 
SAVE GRANDCHILD. 


Mrs. Bridget Powers Perhaps Fatally 
Wounded When William Lawson 
and James Fietcher Fight a Pistol 
Battle, in Which Both Are Injured— 
Little Girl in Danger, Herice the At- 
tempt to Rescue—One of the Men Al- 
ready a Slayer. | 


In an effort to save her 6 year old grand- 
child from bullets fired by two men who had 
engaged in a revolver battle in front of 344 
West Polk street last night, Mrs. Bridget 
Powers, 56 years old, was wounded, perhaps 
fatally. 

The terrified chilé had fallen on a sidewalk 
directly between the duelists, when its 
grandmother rushed to its ald. <As she 
stooped to Mft the child she was struck in 
the head by a bullet. | 

The contestants in the braw! were William 
Lawson, proprietor of a coal office in front 
of which the shooting occurred, and James 
Fletcher, 19 years old, who three months ago 
kille@ Henry Carr, who attacked him because 
of jealousy. 


Trouble Follows a Whipping. 

The shooting followed a quarrel earlier in 
the day between the men over the chastise- 
ment of a child. Lawson's business partner 
is Michael Shields, and during the forenoon. 
& buggy whip was stolen from a vehicle 
Griven by Shields. 

Two hours later Mrs. John Conway, 52 
Miller street, led her 10 year old son to the 
office, carrying the whip, and informed Law- 
son that she had just learned her son was 
the thief. 

“Whip. the boy and I'll make no com- 
plaint,”’ said Lawson. 

The mother applied the lash and the boy’s 
cries brought Fletcher, who resides at 16 
Arthington place, to the doorway. He de- 
manded that the mother desist, and in a 
fight which followed Fletcher was worsted 
by Lawson. Fletcher then went away, say- 
ing he would return with a revolver. 

A few. minutes before 8 o'clock he walked 
to the doorway of the coal office, as Lawson 
was preparing to depart. The latter told the 
police that no words were exchanged before 
Fletcher began firing at him. - 


Men in Pitched Battle. - 


Taking his own revolver from a drawer, 
the coal dealer ran to the doorway, and, as 
Fletcher retreated, the men stood fifteen 
feet apart and began emptying their weap- 
ons at each other. Many persons had as- 
sembled about the place after the first shot, 
and there was a wild scramble for safety 
when Lawson appeared with his weapon. 

Louise Powers, the grandchild, who re- 
sides with Mrs. Powers at 346 West Poik 
street, fell crying between the men, and at 
that moment her grandmother ran to her 
assistance. Heedless of the bullets, she had 
half lifted the child from the walk when she 
was struck, and as she fell her arms still 
were clasped about the girl. 

Fletcher turned and fled down the street 
towards his home. He evidently had been 
wounded, as a trail of blood was found along 
the walk by the police.

Can’t Find Fletcher. 

Detectives hurried to Fletcher’s home, but 
were unable to find him. Lawson, who was 
arrested, says Mrs. Powers was shot by 
Fletcher. 

The killing of Henry Carr, a west side thief 
and holdup man, by Fletcher oceurred on 
Feb. 26 after a desperate struggle. Fletcher 
was induced by Carr to go to the latter's 
home, 16 Norton street, where Carr accused 


him of interfering with his domestic affairs. 
The killing followed. - 


BIG BOAT HITS A BRIDGE: 
BOTH ARE BADLY DAMAGED. 


Arthur Orr Crashes Into Pontoon Struct- 
ure at Harrison Street and Loses Pi- 
lot House and Deck Cabin. 


The temporary pontoon bridge across the 
river at Harrison street was struck last 
evening by the steamer Arthur Orr. The 
bridge was badly damaged, while the for- 
ward cabin of the Orr was torn away. 

The Orr was being towed by the tug Dick- 
inson, while ghe tug Morford was guiding 
the boat from the rear. When the Orr 
passed Van Buren street Bridgetender Frank 
J. Ryan gave the signal to open the pon- 
toon bridge, which swings only to the north 
on a large scow. 

The scow had been moored to some pilings 
on the east shore of the bank when the Orr 
approached. The Dickinson passed in safety, 
but the current caught the Orr and swept 
it against the bridge. The pilot house and 
cabin on.the boat were wrecked and the 
bridge was badly damaged. When Ryan 
gave orders to close the bridge it was found 
the machinery would not work. 

The bridge was,erected about six months 
ago. The east end of the bridge swings on a 
framework, while the west end rests on a 
large scow. The bridge is operated by elec- 


tricity.

MAN WHO MADE SENSATIONAL 
DISAPPEARANCE LOCATED. 


Henry Austin Adams, Whose Conver- 
sion to the Roman Catholic Faith 
Startied Friends and Who Then 
Vanished at Same Time as a Young 
Girl, Writes from Auckland, N. Z., 
That He Is Dying—Deserted Wife 
Finds in Novelette Story of His Life. 


New York, May 16.—[Special.]—Henry Aus- 
tin Adams, once a popular and prominent 
minister of the Protestant Episcopal church, 
who became converted in a sensational man- 
ner to the Roman Catholic faith, and who dis-' 
appeared mysteriously last August, has been 
found in AucKland, New Zealand. He was 
masquerading under the name of Wilfred 
West. To some of his former’friends among 
the Roman Catholic clergy he has sent ap- 
peals for monetary assistance. Adams 
writes that he is dying, but that statement is 
not borne out by the stories obtained from 
others. 

Relatives and friends have not been able 
to learn the whereabouts of the 19 year old 
girl who disappeared from her home about 
the same time Adams did. Adams has writ- 
ten that he knows nothing about the young 
woman. He expresses the opinion that she 
has been driven to destruction by “ cruel 
slanders.”’ 


‘ Novel Tells His Life Story. 
Mrs. Adams, enraged at her desertion by 
her husband, has employed detectives. One 
of the most remarkable exhibits of informa- 
tion which has been placed in her hands is 
a novelette written by Adams a short time 
before his disappearance. This is frankly 
autobiographical in its nature. Its title is, 
** My Client vs. The People.’’ It treats of a 
“child” possessed of a woman's nature and 
of a “ mystic soul.”’ The “ child ” came into 
contact with a man of “ real genius,’’ who 
has been misunderstood by his friends and 
particularly by his wife. The “ child’ pos- 
sessed of the mystic soul immediately ap- 
preciated the rare qualities of the man. 

The wife of Mr. Adams whem seen at Chap- 
paqua, Westchester county, today, admitted 
that she. had received a letter from her hus- 
band. Mr. Adams, according to her state- 
ment, left her without income or funds. Al- 
though used to a life of comfort she accepted 
her sudden poverty heroically, refusing the 
means offered by her husband's family. She 
hired the country seat of George D. McKay at 
Chappaqua and started a boarding: house. 


Doubts Serious Illness. 

Mrs. Adams does not believe the reports 
of her husband’s extreme illness, although 
she thinks he may be suffering from nervous 
trouble. Mrs. Adams showed a deep emotion 
in speaking of her children.

WORKSHOP FOR THE RICH. 


HYDE PARK RESIDENTS TO MAKE 
THEIR OWN FURNITURE. 


Form an Arts and Crafts Association 
and Will Try Their Skill as Book- 
binders and Potters—Location Is Se- 
Tured and Building Will Be Fitted 

with All Necessary Appliances— 
Lectures by Experts to Be a Feature 


of the New Association. 


Hyde Park residents have started a work- 
shop where they can make their own pottery 
and furniture and other household articles 
after original and artistic designs. The new 
organization, one of its founders explained, 
proposes to accomplish the same results in- 
doors that the South Park Improvement as- 
sociation is striving to accomplish in the out- 
door condition of the district. 

The South Park Workshop association is 
the new organization’s name. The first step 
towards its formation was taken May 3, 
when a meeting was held and twenty per- 
sons became members. This first meeting 
was held at the residence of Mrs. John C. 
Hessler, 5756 Madison avenue, and the host- 


committee. It was decided to bulld-a model 
workshop, which will be equipped with all 
the needed tools and machinery, and where 
professional craftsmen can work and instruct 
the amateurs. 


To Have a Model Workshop. 


This workshop will give to men and women 
exactly the same advantages in training the 
hand that modern educators are providing 
for children in the schools. The members 
are to design and execute useful and beauti- 
ful things wherewith to ornament their 
homes, and to replace machine made goods 
of ugly design and poor workmanship. 

Through the courtesy of H. C. Whitehead, a 
temporary workshop building at 5835 Kim- 
bark avenue, immediately adjoining the new 
manual training school building of the uni- 
versity, has been placed at the association’s 
service, and an equipment of benches and 
tools for woodworking has been contributed 
by the Industrial Art league. Equipment 
for weaving, pottery, metal work, bookbind- 
ing, and other crafts will be addedas rapidly 
as the means of the association will allow. 
A practical craftsmen will be in charge of 
the shop during the day and evening to give 
advice and instruction and to execute pri- 
vate orders for cabinet work. General and 
technical lectures will be given at intervals 
on the subject of art and on the different 
crafts. |

The petition sets forth that thirty-thred 
octopi have tentacles around their planta;

We were ‘left with the alternative of raising 
the prices of the manufactured machines or 
finding some, means of securing our material 
at lower prices. We chose the latter alter- 
native and began to prepare ourselves. 

‘We now own our own timber lands and

producing the materials which enter into the 
manufacture of harvesting machines and 
other agricultural machinery. We no longer

Large Expenditures Required. 


“ All this required the expenditure of enor- 
mous sums of money by the five concerns in 
the combine, which includes the McCormick 
company, the Deering ‘Harvester company, 
the Plano Manufacturing company, the Mil- 
waukee Harvester company, and the Cham- 
pien Harvesting Machine company. These 
companies produce over 90 per cent of all 
harvesting machines manufactured in this 
country.” The smaller companies, which 
have not the means of making themegelves 
independent of the trusts by producing their 
own raw material, are undoubtedly still 
squeezed, and it may be that they intend to 
appeal to the president for help.

WATT AGAIN IN. LIMELIGHT 
WITH ATTACK ON SHAKSPEARE 


Pleased with Publicity Given His First 
Criticism, He Comes Back with An- 
other Installment Along Same Lines. 


William E. Watt, principal of the Graham 
school, pushed himself in the limelight again 
yesterday. The publicity he secured a week 
ago through his attack on Shakspeare’s 
works evidently pleased him and seemed to 
have whetted his appetite for more of the 
same kind. 

Speaking before the Chicago Institute of 
Education in Crerar library yesterday Prin- 
cipal Watt made further criticism of the 
language and grammar of the bard of Avon, 
and doubtless expected his remarks to secure 
the same public attention accorded those of 
the previous week. 

“ Shakspeare is the most dangerous of the 
old writers because of his great reputation,” 
he said. ‘Without ability to see his 
greatness in his best passages. the young 
pupil making a study of a whole play is in- 
clined to admire indiscriminately those parts 
of his work which catch the fancy of the 
child, and which are by no means worthy of 
praise. The errors which we have the most 
difficulty in correcting in children’s speech 
are the ones which are most abundant in the 
writings of the great bard. 

“The gratuitous insults offered the 
French, the Dutch, the Scotch, and other 
peoples, particularly the Irish, in the works 
of Shakspeare, ought to make self-respecting 
men and women of those nations a little cau- 
tious at least of the amount of his writings 
placed in the hands of the children for seri- 
ous study. 

“ All the greatness of Shakspeare’s immor- 
tality familiarized in the mind of one child’s 
heart will not compensate the mother who 
finds that study has implanted ideas which 
are a blight to the morality of her child. Bet- 
ter that all the artistic knowledge children 
may get from him were sunk in the depths 
of oblivion than that one of these little ones 
should be lost through our enthusiasm for 
the thing called classics.’

After Day’s: Conference Own-

' Contrary to expectations, the settlement of 
the laundry strike was not advanced yester- 
day. The owners and the workers appeared 
to be as far apart.as ever at the close of the 
day’s efforts.

The 
agreement was entered into April 30, and 
provided that all disputes were to be passed 
on by a joint committee, and if this body 
was unable to reach any gonclusion an out+ 
side board of arbitration “was provided for. 
In the meantime the men were to remain at 
work. Friday night the union voted to dis- 
regard the agreement. 

Paul Blatchford, secretary of the Metal 
Trades’ association, made the following state- 
ment of the matter: ’ 

“We could not agree on the wage scale, 
and according to the terms of the agreement 
that question was passed up to arbitration. 
Demands are now being made on our mem- 
bers individually, contrary to our agreement, 
with the statement that unless they are 
signed by 10 o'clock Monday morning the 
helpers will strike. 

“We may just as well know now as later 
whether we are dealing with a responsible 
organization. In breaking the agreement this 
union forfeits all right to sympathy from any 
other labor organization, as well as from the 
public.”’ 

Market Butchers Strike. 

A walkout'of 100 market butchers on thé 
north and west sides seriously inconven- 
ier.ced hundreds of housewives yesterday 
morning in their purchases for Sunday. The 
men have been conducting a campaign for 
ten hours’ work for weekdays and closed 
shops on Sunday. 

“ So far we have had remarkable success,”’ 
said Business Agent J. E. Schwartz. ‘‘ We 
have secured the signatures of 700 pro- | 
prietors, and more are coming in rapidly. 
To enforce our demands we decided to call 
out our men in the nonunion shops, and 
100 quit at 8 o’clock, By noon half of their 
employers had put their names to our agree- 
ment and the men had gone back.”’ 


Bakeries Remain Closed. 


All the bakeries of the National Biscuit 
company remained closed, and at a meeting 
of the bakers last evening it was reported 
that no word had come from the managers, 
and the expected terms on which work 
would be resumed had not materialized. The 
bakers’ “union voted, in another meeting, not 
to go out insympathy with the striking wait- 
ers of H. H. Kohlsaat & Co.

Citizens’ Alliance of Denver Declines 


to Submit Strike Differences Be- 


cause Unions Will Not Recognize 
the Organization—General Commit- 
tee of Laber Is Willing—Number of 
Men Out - Increases — Trouble at 
Omaha Likely to Be Settled Soon. 


DENVER.—The Citizens’ alliance, the employers’ 
organization, refuses to submit strike differ- 
ences to state board. of arbitration because 
unions will not recognize the organization.

Denver, Colo., May 16.—[Special.]—The at- 
tempts to settle the general strike by arbi- 
tration are all im the air again, as a résult 
of the action of the employers. Today the 
union men agreed to allow the state board 
of arbitration to take charge of the disputes 
under several conditions. 

Tonight the Citizens’ alliance rejected the 
proposition that the matters in controversy 
be submitted to the state arbitration board, 
on the ground that the unions have refused 
to recognize the alliance. Several other ar- 
bitration proposals have been suggested by 
those who are trying to bring the two sides 
together, and it is hoped that some tangible 
result may soon be reached. 

The conditions imposed by the unions were 
as follows: 

“ First—That all employés now locked out 
by the Candy Manufacturers’ association 
and the Transfer Men's association be al- 
lowed to return to work by the members of 
such employers’ associations. 

‘*Second—That the differences between 
employers and the grocery clerks, van driv- 
ers, bakers, and any other crafts having 
differences be submitted to your board for 
arbitration. 

‘“‘Third—That on the acceptance of this 
proposition by the employers concerned in 
the differences we will immediately order 
back to work h and every other work- 
man now eut, under contracts now in ex- 


istence.”’ 
Others Seek to Settle. 


Committees of the chamber of commerce 
and of the allied printing trades council are 
also working to bring abolt a settlement of 
the existing difficulties. 

Only a few cases of distrubances were re- 
ported today, and none was of a serious 
nature, 

More than 500 new members have been 
initiated in the unions now out since the 
strike began and with the addition of 2,350 
union members to the strikers’ ranks today 
their number is increased to 5,900. 


More Men Called Out. 


The joint executive committee in charge 
of the strike in this city issued an order at 
2 o'clock this morning cajling out the mem- 
bers of unions as follows: Cigarmakers, 
papermakers, pulp and paper mill workers, 
international firemen and engineers at mills, 
other mill employés, brewers, beer bottlers, 
retail clerks, lady clerks, mattress makers, 
garment workers, horgeshoers, electrical 
workers, coopers, tobacco strippers, stage 
employés, barbers, tailors, and bartenders. 

The Building Trades council has decided 
not to order a sympathetic strike, but has re- 
ferred the matter to the unions for individual 
action. Special meetings will be held within 
the next twenty-four hours to consider the 
matter. 

The strikers’ executive committee has noti- 
fied the officials of the Western Packing 
company that they would permit a sufficient 
number of men to Tremain at work to oper- 
ate their refrigerating plants, and thus pro- 
tect the large supply of meat in storage, 
amounting to several hundred thousand dol- 
lars in value. 


Arbitration Plan at Omaha. 


Omaha, Neb.; May 16.—A plan of arbitra- 
tiom has been proposed by the Central Labor 
unfon to settle the strike here, The plan is 
to submit the differences to a court composed 
of eleven, five each from the Employers’ as- 
sociation and fr@em the labor unions, the 
eleventh to be selected by these ten men. The 
plan hae been unanimously adopted by the 
labor organizations. and it now remains for 
the employers.to accept or reject the propo- 
sition.

HOW COURTS BLOCK STREETS. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Sexton 
Tells of Injunctions Protecting 
Fruit Stands. 


Details of what Commiseioner of Public 
Works Blocki calls the “‘ grinding of the 
infunction mill,” which prevents him from 
enforcing the council’s order to clear the 
streets of fruit stands, are given by First 
Assistant Corporation Counsel W. H. Sexton. 
They show that judges frequently violate 
an agreement that in all cases of application 
for temporary injunctions where the city is 
a party judges will not enter injunctions 
without’notice to the city.

"New York, May 16.—{ Special. ]—Still further 
Particulars of the massacre of Russian Jews 
m Kishineff was received in this city today 
In the form of a letter to a prominent real 
estate broker in Nassau street from his 
father in Odessa. The letter reads, in part, 
mas follows: 

‘Our last day of passover was the Chris- 
tian first day of Easter. About 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon the riots began. Mobs of 
Christians, consisting of thousands of in- 
fernal savages, filled the streets, first broke 
ull the windows, and then attacked the larger 
stores, offices, and banks, robbing and plun- 
fering all they could. Safes were broken 
and furniture most precious destroyed and 
thrown through the windows into the streets. 
The police gave no assistance. Some Jews 
attempted to defend themselves. but the 
police arrested them. All the synagogues 
are demolished and the holy scrolls of the 
law torn. Little children were torn in twain 
and thrown down from the fourth story into 
the gutter. The streets were full of feathers, 
torn scrolls, and pieces of dead children. 

“Forty-three Jews were killed, but not 
simply killed—at first their ears were cut off, 
their noses broken, and their arms and legs 
dislocated. 


- Nails Driven Into Brains. 

“ Some were found with nails driven into 
their brains, ears, and noses. Over 300 lie 
Wounded and over 200 girls were misused, 
among them girls of the age of 13 and 14 
years. Some women and girls’ breasts were 
cut. off. 

“From the hospftals are being brought 
Scores of dead. and there is no help. The 
telegraph wires were destroyed, and after 
thirty-four hours of murder and torture there 
Came military assistance from Odessa and 
the murderers dispersed.

Many Flee from City. 
Minneapolis. Minn., May 16.—Russian Jews 


in Minneapolis are beginning to receive let- 


ters from their friends in the Russian prov- 
ince of Bessarab&, which borders on Rou- 
mania, and which was the scene of the re- 
cent masaacre. Kishineff is the capital of 
the province; and was the scene of the great- 
est disorder. 

S. M. Margulis, a resident of Binder, a town 
not far from Kishineff, has written the fol- 
lowing letter to a relative in Minneapolis: 

“ To describe the calamity would be impos- 
sible for me, for it is too heartrending to fre- 
late. all its details. One-third of the Kish- 
ineff Jews have fled to Binder; others to 
Odessa, and the only trouble is that there is 
nowhere to run. 

“* But don’t think that those who came here 
are weil dressed. No. Naked and barefoot- 
ed, hungry and thirsty, they came here. 

“ Forty-three Jews have been killed out- 
right; over 400 are im the hospitals, many of 
them lying between life and death. A large 
number of children are amcng the dead and 
injured. Girls of tender age have been rav- 
ished and mutilated in the most brutal man- 
mer. Many Jews are missing. Every day 
bodies are found in cellars and side streets. 
A great calamity has befallen us Jews in 
Russia. The Russians all over the state are 
boasting that they will do the same. Fyisi- 
ness is at a standstill. | 

We are afraid to leave our homes. Stores 
are closed and@ so are the banks. Parents do 
not know the whereabouts of their children. 
Brothers are looking for their sisters. The 
rich became poor and the middle class are 
starving. 

“ Until Wedmesday after Easter the Jews 
were hidden in the cellars without food or 
dvink. Rioting began Saturday afternoon, 
and after. a few Jews were killed the mob 
dispersed. 


Murder Right and Left. 


“ But on Sunday, after the mob heard the 
sermons in the churches on brotherly love 
and on * Love Your Enemy,’ they began to 
murder right and left. They had axes, shov- 
els, and revolvers. Furniture was broken to 
splinters, pianos were thrown down from the 
top floors. They robbed the stores, and on 
the goods they poured kerosene and burned 
them. 

**‘ All this time the police stood quiet, as if 
nothing happened. Many of them aided in the 
acts of vandalism and murders. The rich 
Jews went to the governor for aid, and his 
answer was: ‘I have no orders.’ 

‘But the Almighty had mercy upon us. 

you know, we have here Baron Heiking, 
not a friend of the Jews, but an honest man. 
He sent a telegram to St. Petersburg, telling 
of the affair, and Wednesday afternoon or.- 
ders came from St. Petersburg to stop the 
massacre, and as soon as the governor gave 
orders to shoot the rioters dispersed.

Kishineff Committee Meets at Lake- 
side Club and Organizes to Raise 
Funds to Be Sent to Russia—Plans 

for Masameeting of Citizens in Au- 
ditorium Given Up-—Letters De- 
seribing the Massacre Continue to 
Arrive in the Ghetto, Sg 


Definite measures for the relief of the op- 
pressed Jews in Russia were adopted yes- 
terday afternoon at a meeting of the Chi- 
cago Kishineff relief committee at the Lake- 
side club. A general commitee of 100 will be 
appointed to solicit aid for the sufferers, and 
appeals will be made to business men and to 
all philanthropic people, regardless of race 
or religious denomination. 

The following appeal has been issued: 

The heart of humanity, without distinction of 
race, nation, or creed, has en stirred by tbe 
sad details of the sufferings of, our fellowmen in 
Kishineff, Russia. Deploring Ahat such horrors 
should have occurred in the opening years of the 
twentieth century, the people of Chicago, who 
have themselves known the depth of misery and 
felt the glow of their fellowmen's sympathy in the 
time of their sore distress, need not be told that 
theirs is now the duty and here is the opportunity. 
to help the hapless victims of violence, and bind 
up their wounds as far as sympathy and aid may 
do 80. 

In the full confidence that all who have passed 
through the valley of weeping, or who have been 
spared the bitterness of grief, will readily re- 
spond, the undersigned members of a committee, 
appointed to organize the work of relief in Chicago, 
appeal to their fellow citizens to come to the rescue 
of these unfortunates, many of whom have lost all 
of their possessions and are maimed, widowed, or 
orphaned. No worthier cause has ever pleaded 
for consideration and speedy aid.

“The Russian Jew is not the lowest in the 
scale of mankind. Take those who come to 
Chicago. They are at every disadvantage 
in not knowing the language, and their pre- 
vious condition has been akin to slavery. 
Yet, after one generation, they become use- 
ful 


Plenty of Aid at Hand. 


Financial assistance and plenty of it is 
what is needed for Russian Jews, believes 
H. G. Foreman. 

“If they could be gotten out of Russia 
their condition; would be improved at once,’’ 
said Mr. Foreman, “for they are soon able 
to take care of themselves. Aa effort of this 
kind was made a number of years ago by 
Baron Hirsch, amd many of the Jews came 
to this country, assisted largely by mer- 
chants in the east. They soon proved them- 
selves to be a wideawake, industrious peo- 
ple, and in some cases they supplanted in the 
business ‘world those who had assisted to 
bring them to this country.”’ 

“It is not practical to move so many Jews 
out of Russia,” said Charles H. Schwab. 
“There are too many of them. As to the 
present conditions in Russia, European coun- 
tries cannot interfere and the United States 
will not. The only way to alleviate the suf- 
fering is to restore to these people their homes 
and give them financial assistance for their 
other needs. I am not in favor of their emi- 
gration to Zion. Let them emigrate to this 
country or to Canada or to Central America 
or the South American republics. Jerusalem 
is not rich enough to support them. It isa 
wornout country.” 


Blames Christian Teachings. 


‘A prominent Jew of this city says the teach- 
ing in Christian churches is to a great ex- 
tent responsible for the widespread prejudice 
existing against the Jews in Russia and other 
countries. 

“Just so he said, ‘‘as there is 
preached in Christian churches the doctrine 


will be prejudice against the race. I can 
see nothing but misery for the greater por- 
tion of the 4.000.000 Jews in Russia» Let 
them get out of Russia, you say.

A. IL. Selcer, a hat manufacturer, living at 
229 De Koven street, has received the fol- 
lowing from his brother-in-law, Markus 
‘Tumlin, dated Kishineff, April 25: 

‘* We thank heaven that our family escaped 
from the riot. Many are killed and many 
injured. Windows have been broken. Chil- 
dren have been torn to. pieces. The trees 
are covered with the down from our beds, as 
if by snow. Rich people yesterday are beg- 
gars today. It would have been better for 


many if they had been killed outright. 


Kirsch Mendeling is utterly ruined. He bare- 
ly escaped with his life. Five thousand peo- 
ple are made beggars. How our family 
escaped was a miracle. Weareina destitute 
condition. Our only salvation is in getting 
your assistance to leave this place.” 


Whole Town Ruined. 


A letter from H. Fileitman of the same date 
says in part: 

“We have been the victimes of horrible 
rioting and pluradering. The whole town is 
ruined. Many are killed and the corpses 
mutilated. Those who hid in cellars were 
killed like rats. Little children have been 
torn to pieces. 

“The holy scrolls have been torn, burned, 
and desecrated. It was a second destruction 
of the temple. Holy books were taken from 
the synagogues and thrown into the mud. 

‘*Many people hid in garrets and were 
thrown to the ground from two story win- 
dows and, killed. Roofs were torn from the 
houses in searching for fugitives. People 
who had thousands of rubles yesterday 
haven't enough today to buy bread. Those 
who are alive are enduring such torture 
that they envy the dead. Thereare harrow- 
ing scenes—mutilated corpses and funerals 
of our loved ones. Rabbis are wandering 
about town In a dazed condition. Some are 
soliciting for assistance. The streets are 
almost impassable from the furniture that 
has been broken up and thrown from the 
houses. The rioters and murderers have 
been plundering, and few of us have any- 
thing left. 

“ We thank God that a regiment has been 
sent from Odessa and the city is under mar- 
tiak law. We are in desperate straits and 
rely on you for help.” 

Dr. Kohan Bernstein writes under date 
of April 26: 

‘* My eyes are blinded with tears and my 
hands are shaking. The robbers have broken 
into homes and killed the inhabitants. As I 
write this the groans of the wounded and 
mutilated fall upon my ears. The most val- 
uable furniture has Been fruthiessly de- 
stroyed. Broken pianos and costly silks lie 
in the streets. Millions of rubles of property 
has been destroyed.” 


WIFE A SUICIDE AFTER QUARREL.

QUEENSTOWN, May 16.—On the arrival 
of the Umbria here today detectives from 
Scotland yard arrested Mrs. Gunning 8. 
Bedford, who, accompanied by her baby and 
a maid, was a saloon passenger on that ves- 
sel. Mrs. Bedford's husband, who lived in 
London, died recently in Paris. leaving prop- 
erty estimated to be worth $500,000 to his 
wife and child. Relatives who are contest- 
ing the will allege that Mrs. Bedford had no 
children and that she procured a child, pre- 
tended it was hers, and deceived her hus- 
band for the purpose of securing his whole 
property. Mrs. Bedford’s arrest was the 

result of investigations of the detectives. 


‘Will Made Before Child’s Birth. 


New York, May 16.—[{Special.}—Gunning 
S. Bedford. who was 82 years of age. anda 
nephew and the nearest relative of the late 
Judge Gunning 8. Bedford (who died in Octo« 
ber, 1893, at the Windsor hotel. New York 
city), died in Paris Feb. 18, 1908, or three 
months after the child was born, according 
to the certificate of birth. It is suggested 
that perhaps the will had been made before 
the birth of the child and had not been 


| changed subsequently, which would account 


for a reference in the end to the “ expect- 
ed’”’ heir.

Bedford tonight. ‘‘ that Mr. Bedford was an 
invalid for many months before his death 
and was not able to leave his room. The 
woman whom he married was, as I under- 
stand it, an American, who had lived abroad 
for many years. That there wasa marriage 
is undoubted, I believe. 


Mysterious Trip to England. 

‘‘As the story reaches me, Mrs. Bedford 
left her husband in Paris a few months before 
his death and went to England. She wasab- 
sent for a month’or so, and when she rer 
turned she brought with her a baby only a 
few months old. As to whether or not she 
presented the baby to her husband is a matter 
of some doubt. 

“Soon after the death of Mr. Bedford the 
widow made known that she had a baby. 
This caused much surprise among the: friends 
of Mr. Bedford, with the reeult that the au- 
thorities were asked to begin an inquiry. 
This resuitedin what was considered as satis- 
fying proof that no offspring had been born 
to the pair. 

“Then the English officials were info 
of the matter and of Mrs. Bedford's visit to 
England and@her return with the baby. They 
investigated, with the result, as I am in- 
formed, that it was found the child had not 
been born to her while she was visiting in 
Pngiand, but that she obtained it—just where 
I do not know.”

In many cases the criminal is sent to the 
Pohtiac reformatory instead of to the peni- 


teritiary, even when age should be a bar. 


Once in Pontiac parole or pardon is com- 
paratively easy and the criminal comes bach 
to the Chicago streets to continue his-career, 
Even Joliet prisoners manage to evade 
their sentences under the indeterminate lew. 
The only violator of laws who can be con- 
victed and kept in prison with ease is the 
man without friends. 
The pardoned or paroled prisoner ig nota” 
reformed man. He is the man responsibie 
to a large degree for the crime in Chicago. 
This is the course of Chicago justice, ac- 
cording to Chief O’ Neill. 


Governor Has Chief’s Views. 


The chief was asked yesterday to give his 
opinion to Gov. Yates on the amendment to 
the indeterminate sentence law passed by 
the legislature and now under consideration 
by the governor. Hence his declarations Te 
garding the enforcement of lawa. 

State’s Attorney Deneen has been endeav= 
oring to obtain the governor's signature to 
this amendment, which will give authority 
to the jury or judge to fix the term of sen- 
tence instead of leaving it indeterminate. 
No blame was attached to the courts or the 
state’s attorney's office by the chief for the 
condition which he says exists. Com- 
tinations among thieves and robbers and 
the use of “ influence,”” he said, made convic- 
tions difficult—in some cases impossible—and 
pardons and paroles under the law soon bring 
the convict back to the field of his activities 
after he had been imprisoned 


Pontiac a Foe to the Police. 
Pontiac, Chief O'Neill asserted, was a foe 
to the police force, it being impossible to se- 
cure adequate descriptions. of the inmates for 
use in the identification bureau. ‘ 

In frequent cases, he said, men beyond the 
age limit allowed at the reformatory were 
sent there. criminals of 27 and 28 years_of 
age. The process of parole and pardon being 
simpler in that institution than in the pen- 
itentiary, the criminals were back in the 
Chicago streets the more quickly. 

Conviction of pickpockets was practically 
impossible, he said, owing to the “ federa- 
tion of pickpockets," which was so closely 
organized as to be able to raise money In 
every case to get an arrested thief out of 
jail on bond and get him out of danger by 
forfeiting the money thus raised. 

““T am free.to say,” said the chief, that 
the indeterminate senfence law has not done 
what its friends thought it would. It Ras 
made it easier for a man to avoid pupisnh- 
ment after he has been convicted, and it is 
hard énough to convict a criminal. 

“It is practically impossible to convice 
a pickpocket in this city. If a pickpocket is 
arrested he must be admitted to bail. Anas- 
sessment is levied on the members of the fed- 
eration. Bach man gives up what he can, $10, 
$50, $100, as the case may be. With this fund 
a bondsman will be found for the prisoner. 
It is a perfectly good bond. None of theau- 
thorities can be blamed for accepting it. The 
fellow secures his liberty and that is the last 
that is heard of him. 


Story of Pickpockets. 

“To show you how a policeman has t 
work to secure imprisonment I can relate the 
experience I had in landing Elmore Ander- 
son in the bridewell. Anderson and two other 
pickpockets were rushing the street car 
crowds at the stockyards. They were ‘caught 
with the goods on.” When I had 
brought into the station they simply laughed. 
They said they would get out of it all right. 
‘You can’t keep us,’ they said. I told them 
I would make a grand effort to see them 
through. This was some time ago, and under 
different conditions... They were expecting 
aid from some one in the prosecuting attor- 
ney’s Office, and I knew it. ' 

“ As soon as they were convicted the mit- 
timus was issued. Then I went to the police 
station and sent the desk sergeant out for a 
‘bit of fresh air.’ I knew that word would 
come from the city hall to hold these men 
and not send them out to the bridewell. It 
did come while I was at the desk, but I could 
not hear over the telephone. After trying 
to make me understand the message the city 
hall gave up. They mayor knew of this, of 
course. It was no part of their plans that 
he should know. 

“The pickpockets were loaded into the 
patrol wagon and driven out to the house of 
correction. They staid in the bridewell two 
weeks and then got out on an appeal bond. 
That was the last ever heard of them here. 
It was one of the few times that a pick- 
pocket has been landed in a prison. 

‘Tam not a foe to the ex-convict. I have 
interested myself to the extent of placing 
them in honorable employment and then 
have had them return to their old ways. 
There are two views to this question—one 
the humanitarian’s and one the policeman’s. 
I realize that, and I know I take the polies 
view, but we are not opposed to humanity in 
the business where it is justified. We do be- 
lieve that the man who escapes his sentence 
is a dangerous man.”

TAX MEANS $2,000,000 EXCESS. 


Gov. Yates Approves the Levy Under 
Protest but Criticises Legisla- 
ture for Passing It. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., May 16.—[{Special.]—Gov. 
Yates today signed the tax levy bill, but with 
a protest. He declares the bill will bring into 
the state treasury §2,000,000 more than pos- 
sibly can be used in the next two years. He 
asserts that were it mot for the expense in- 
volved he would veto the bill and convene 
the legislature in special session to pass an- 
other one. 

The bill adds the state treasurer to the 
taxing board. Two years ago Gov. Yates 
and Auditor McCullough had quite a dis- 
agreement over the tax rate, but the gov- 
ernor prevailed. Treasurer Busse undoubt- 
edly was thrown into work with McCullough 
in this emergency. The governor's mes- 
sage approving the bill is in part as follows: 

“TI approve this bill with great reluctance. 
Were it not for the large expense involved 
I would veto the bill and call a special ses- 
sion of the general assembly for the passage 
of another tax levy bill in Neu thereof. 

“This bill provides that there shall be 
sevied for the year 1908 and for the year 
1904 a total of $11,000,000 in taxes. 

“JT am of the opinion that the amount 
required to be raised by taxation for the 
ensuing ‘two years will be far less than 
$11,000,000. I estimate the total expendi- 
tures of the next two years at $14,900,000— 
namely: $13,500.000 to be expended under 
specific appropriation bills passed and ap- 
proved, and $1,400,000 to be paid out as 
heretofore, under the bill appropriating 
$1,000,000 or so much as may be necessary 
to pay the salaries of the members of the 


_— asgembly and other state officers. 


estimate the total revenues of the state 
during the next two years to be: From the 
Illinois Central railroad, $2,000,000; from, 
Meense fees collected by the secretary of 
state, $1,000,000; from license fees and taxes 
collected by the insurance department, $800,- 


4 000: from inheritance taxes, $1,100,000; fram 


miscellaneous sources, $500,000; total, 
$5,400,000. This will leave the amount to 
be raised by taxation $9,500,000. 

‘In other words, I am of the opinion that 
this bill will bring into the state treasury 
$2,000,000 more than can possibly be used in 
the next two years. 

“It should, however, be distinctly under- 
stood that if this large excess is collected 
it, of course, cannot be used, as there will 
be no appropriation for the expenditure 
thereof, so that there will be no loss to the 
state, and the administration coming into 
control in the year 1905 will simply have an 
excessive surplusz; 


Hardship on Cook County. 

County Attorney Sims and Frank Shepherd, 
attorney for the board of assessors and re- 
view of Cook county, are here, making an 
unsuccessful effort to induce Gov. Yates to 
recall his veto of the bill allowing 2 per cent 
of all collections made by the taxing bodies 
in Cook for the support of the assessors and 
the board of assessors and review, the 
amount “aggregating $300,000 per annum. 
This expense hitherto has been borne by 
Cook county. The 2 per cent assesement 
is approved by aj! the parties interested. 
Messrs. Shepherd and Sims assert that the 
governor promised them a hearing if in 
doubt as to the bill. but that he vetoed it 
without their knowledge. They claim it 
will work financial hardship in Cook county, 
which already is three-fourths of a million 
in debt. This adds $300,000 per annum more 
to come out of the general fund of $2,000.000. 
The result will be that the county cannot 
pay salaries and buy supplies as well for 
seven or eight months to come. They say 
the city was/willing to stand the 2 per cent 
assessment and that the governor wrote hi¢ 
veto under a misapprehension. It is too late 
for the governor to recall his veto. as it has 
been filed with the secretary of state.

McKenzie’s Bill Vetoed. 


The governor has vetoed Senator McKen- 
zie’s bill for enlarging: the investments of 
trust funds by trustees, except when not 
otherwise ordered by will, etc., to include @v- 
idend paying stocks or mortgage bonds of any 
corporation of any state, which shall have 
acquired such reputation that cautious and 
intelligent persons invest their money in 
such stocks or bonds. 

The governor says the provisions of the bill 
have a tendency to deprive investments in 
question of that degree of security which is 
essential. He holds the existing law on the 
question is wholesome, but says the amend- 
ment is bad. He fears the investment of 
trust funds by courts in securities of distant 
states which may be of small value, because 
in the hurry of business by courts in large 
cities there is not time to investigate such 
securities properly.

. “ Bift” Hall is dead. 

The man who probably was the friend of 
more Chicagoans than any other man—whose 
friends were of all classes of society, died 
yesterday morning at Colorado Springs, Colo. 
He left Chicago a fortnight ago, his phy- 
sicians advising him that he was suffering 
from corisumption, and that the disease was 
making rapid progress. With his wife he 
hurried to Colorado Springs, but the change 
of climate did him no good. The disease 
made rapid progress, and the end came early 
yesterday morning. 

Justice William T. Hall he was called offi- 
cially, but there are tens of thousands of 
men in Chicago who knew him only as “ Biff.’’ 
As a wit, as police court judge, as newspaper 
man, dramatic critic, writer of humorous 
sketches, philosopher, story teller, and after 
‘dinner speaker “ Bifft’’ Hall was known to 
scores of thousands in Chicago. He wasa 
product of Chicago, and as a student of Chi- 
cago life he had few peers. He knew the 
town, its people, its failings, and its virtues. 


News Causes Grief in Chicago. 

The news of his death reached Chicago at 
noon. Within an hour memorial services at 
the Press club had been arranged, his court- 
room was hung with mourning, and there 
was sorrow throughout the downtown dis- 
trict—in police stations, the city hall, the 
a courts, the newspaper offices, and the 

ubs. 

At the call of George Ade, vice president 
of the Forty club, past and present members 
of that organization will meet in the Well- 
ington hotel at 8 o'clock this evening to hold 
a memorial meeting for Justice Hall. Mem- 
bers of the theatrical profession will also 
attend the meeting. 

The Press club's memorial meeting will be 
held in the clubrooms at 4:30 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon. Members of the Hamilton club, the 
Elks, and other organizations,to which Mr. 
Hall belonged are invited to attend. The 
following were appointed a committee to 
draft resolutions: John Ritchie, Charles M. 
Faye, George Ade, John E. Wright, W. A. 
Taylor, Harry Hyde, and A. F. Shuman. 


Was a Native of Chicago. 

“ Bift’’ Hall was born in Chicago on Nov. 
9, 1869, in a house that stood where the Bre- 
voort house now is in Madison street. He 
attended school at the old Haven school, in 
Wabash avenue, and he studied, and played, 
and fought his way through grammar school 
and through the old South Side High school 
at Twenty-sixth street and Wabash avenue. 
He was graduated and then entered the 
University of Michigan, and was graduated 
from its law department in 1879. 

While in high school young Hall became the 
owner of a printing press and a few fonts of 
type. From the printer’s ink he became in- 
fected with the newspaper fever—and never 
recovered completely from the malady. With 
the little printing press he issued a paper 
called the Western Amateur, a four page 
sheet, the files of which were among the 
proudest of his possessions in later years. 
The young editor became a member of the 
National Amateur Press association, and, in 
1878, was elected president of the association 
while a junior at Ann Arbor. — 

- In 1879 Mr. Hall took a place as reporter 
on Tue TRIBUNE. He was assigned to do 
justice courts—and he did them—writing 
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stories that reflected the humor and pathos 
that can be seen in police court proceedings 
by persons of sympathetic nature. For 
three years he worked as a reporter and 
then became dramatic critic. He had al- 
ways a keen love of the theater, and among 


his -friends were numbered almost every 


actor in America. 

A tempting offer drew the reporter from 
the newspaper field into the freight depart- 
ment of the Burlington railroad, and for 
three years he was a railroad man. Then 
the newspaper longing reasserted itself, and 
Hall became the dramatic critic and an ed- 


itorial paragraph writer on the old Herald. 


He went from the Herald to the editorial 
staff of the Post when that paper was start- 
ed, and after a short time went to the Times 
to work with Carter H. Harrison. 

In 1895 he was urged to become a police 
magistrate. Gov. Altgeld sent his list of 
appointmnets to the senate for confirmation 
without the name of W.T. Hallonit. Inside 
of an hour the news had been telegraphed 
to Chicago, and the governor received over 
800 telegrams of protest in two hours, He 
recalled the list, added the name of Mr. Hall, 
and “ Biff” became a justice. 


Strict but dly Justice. 

He sat at first at The Thirty-fifth street 
police station, but in May, 1901, was trans- 
ferred to the Harrison street station. In his 
decisions Justice Hall was always charitable, 
yet with some offenses he was more severe 
than any other magistrate. He possessed 
the charity that rises from fellow feeling. 
Perhaps the best testimonial! to “ Biff’’ Hall 
will come from law breakers who have felt 
the weight of his judgments. He pingied 
fun with his decisions and’ charity with 
justice. 

In 1883 Mr. Hall married Miss Adele Somers 
of Evanston. Three children were born'to 
them, two girls and a boy, and the home at 
3519 Calumet avenue was one of the happiest 
in the city. 

Mr. Hall was for nineteen years president 
of the Forty club, and that organization will 
have charge of the funeral arrangements 
when the body arrives in Chicago. Mr. Hall 
was a member of the Sons of the American 
Revolution and belonged to the Hamilton 


club. 


About a year ago Justice Hall’s health be- 
gan to fail. The trouble was not considered 
serious until about five weeks ago, when he 
decided to take a long vacation and recuper- 
ate. He went first to Ann Arbor and lived 
for a time with his student admirers in the 
Sigma Phi clubhouse, the new generation of 
fraternity men giving him a hearty welcome. 
He continued to fail in health, however, and 
the trip to.Colorado was decided on. 


How He Won the Name“ Biff.”’ 


The name “ Biff’’ was the result of Mr. 
Hall's baseball enthusiasm. He was a 
“fan” always, and a player for many years. 
In 1874 he was a steady attendant at the ball 
park and a rooter for Anson's team. In 
those days one of the star performers on the 
vaudeville stage was a red headed Irishman 
who used a slapstick on a negro, and e 
time he struck the negro with the stick he 
exclaimed “* Biff.’’ Young Hall took up the 
word, and at the ball park, whenever a Chi- 
cago batter made a hit, he yelled “ Birr.” 
His friends did the rest, and W. T. became 
“ Biftt” Hall.

MARINE HOSPITAL SURGEON 
_ FINDS PNEUMONIA EPIDEMIC. 


Head of Institution in Chicago Reports 
to Washington Confirming Bulletins 
of the Local Health Department. 


Surgeon Banks of the Marine hospital has 


} reported to the central office of that service 


in Washington that Chicago is suffering from 
an epidemic of pneumonia. He quotes the 
figures of the city health department to 
show that the deaths from that disease in 
the last two months are 22 per cent of the 
entire mortality. 

From all cau in the last two months 
there have been 5,341 deaths in the city, and 
wate of these have been caused by pneumo- 

a. 

“ The disease has reached almost epidemic 
proportions,” said Dr. Banks. 

In this report it is related that as many as 
four deathe have occurred in one family, and 
who attended the funeral 
of a victim the disease were - 
tacked. at 

e local health department officials sa 
that Dr. Banks’ report is a corroboration of 
its contention that pneumonia is a conta- 
gious diseaseand should be treated as such. 

The figures he gives are the health de- 
partment figures,’’ said Secretary Pritchard. 

The Chicago health department is the first 
in the country to realize that pneumonia is 
contagious and to demand disinfection. 
Plans are being made to carry out a scheme 
of disinfection in cases of pneumonia.”’ 

The week which ended on Feb. 28 was re- 
corded by the health department as having 
the largest number of deaths from pneumo- 
nia ever resulting from the disease in Chi- 
cago. The number recorded was 178.

Traction “Protective” Com- 
mitteemen Intimate City’s 
Stand Will Be Attacked. 


JOHN J. MITCHELL TALKS. 


‘Plan Is to Install Trolley Lines 
Without Regard to Pass- 
ing of Franchises. 


Statements made last night by members 
of the Union Traction company’s original 
“ protective committee” indicate that the 
corporation will stand firmly on the ninety- 
nine year act. The proposed instalation of 
electricity on several lines; it was asserted, 
has been advanced regardless of the city’s 
claim that the franchises expire next July. 

John J. Mitchell of the committee asserted 
that reorganization ‘plans, under the direc- 
tion of Walter G. Oakman of New York City, 
chairman of. the committee, are nearly com- 
pleted. The general scheme has been pre- 
sented. to the western interests by R. R. 
Govin, 

“The plans of reorganization are under 
way in the east,’’ said Mr. Mitchell. ** They 
will be carried out as: quickly as possible. 
We do not intend to wait on the mayor or 
the counci) for franchise renewals, or until 
a majority of the stockholders have deposit- 
ed their stock. Enough stock already has 
been deposited to show that the stockholders 
have faith in the committee. There is no 
need for delay. This‘is not like the case of 
the Lake Street elevated and other proper- 


The reorganization plans will be ready for 
announcement in a few days.” 


Will “Stand on Their Rights.”’ 


to the same effect, adding, significantly: 

** The stand taken on the proposition to use 
electricity shows that we do not intend to 
wait on the will of the mayor or the city 
council. We shall stand on our rights.”’ 

“Does that mean you will go ahead and 
stand wholly on the ninety-nine year act?’ 
‘was asked. 

“It means simply that we will stand on 
our rights—the ninety-nine year act, I be- 
lieve, is one of them.” 

It is expected that the next moye of the 
receivers will be to lay the whole matter 
before Judge Grosscup. In their recent pe- 
tition to the court they stated: 

** So soon as the pending municipal owner- 
ship bill shall have become law, and the 
authorities of the city of Chicago are pro- 
pared to consider a renewal of such franchise 
negotiations, your petitioners will set forth 
to this court the details of the conflicting 
claims of the authorities of the city of Chi- 
cago and of the railway companies whose 
lines are owned and controlled by the Chica- 
go Union Traction company, to the end that 
they may take al! necessary steps, under 
the authority and direction of this court, 
for the due protection of their rights in the 


premises. 


Where Trolley Is Proposed. 

The plan to equip a.number of the lines 
with the trolley includes the following 
streets: Clybourn avenue, Milwaukee ave- 
nue, West Madison street, North Clark 
street, Blue Island avenue, Halsted street, 
Lincoln avenue, Larrabee street, and Wells 
street. 

To do this work it is expected that the re- 
ceivers will have to borrow $2,000,000. Un- 
derground trolley on portions of the lines 
near the central section of the city is pro- 
posed, and the overhead system on the por- 
tions lying beyond a two mile radius from 
the city hall. 

Judge Grosscup will be informed also as 
to the universal transfer plan backed by the 
city. If he so advises steps will be taken 
to oppose the law. At the conferences held 
during the day by the receivers and Attor- 
neys Auerbach and Guriey much attention 
was given to the case now pending in Judge 
Chytraus’ court, by which a number of 
stockholders in the underlying lines are 
seeking to force a transfer of the receiver- 
ship from the federal to the state courts. 


Hear Bill Will Be a Law. 

Traction circles were aroused to renewed 
activity during the day by reports from 
Springfield, coming from authoritative 
sources, that the Mueller municipal owner- 
ship bill will become a law. A prominent La 
Salle street broker, who is a close friend of 
Gov. Yates and who has just returned from 
the state capital, asserts the governor will 
sign the measure. Even the latter's politi- 
cal allies, who are in a position to know, were 
authority for the statement that the bill will 
become a law. : 

‘“‘T am convinced that the Mueller bill will 
not receive a veto,’ said a leading republican, 
prominentin party management. ‘“* The gov- 
ernor probably will sign the measure; if not, 
it will be allowed to become a law without 
his signature.” 

As a result of this information informal 
conferences were held during the day by 
directors of both the Union Traction and 
the City railway companies. 


Eastern Men Remain Here. 

For the same reason R. R. Govin and 
Joseph Auerbach, representing the eastern 
Union Traction interests, decided to forego 
their usual week end trip to New York and 
will remain in Chicago until late this week, at 
least.

These developments had one result—they 
aroused the desire of present stockholders 
in the underlying lines to increase their in- 
vestments. W. H. Gray and Joseph Downey, 
stockholders in the West Chicago company, 
took steps toward the formation of a pool, 
which aims to buy up 10,000 shares of West 
Side stock. 

“We figure that the property of this and 
the North Chicago company must Increase 
greatly in value as the result of the policies 
mapped out by the receivers,” said a mem- 
ber of this proposed pool. “ The proposed 
plan of electrifying certain branches shows 
extreme confidence in the validity of the 
ninety-nine year act. Then, too, the court's 
protection of the properties means much.” 
“The question of franchise negotiations 
has been discussed with Judge Grosscup at 
length,’’ said one of the receivers last night. 
“‘He is of the opinion, as are we, that itis 
necessary that negotiations with the city 
be opened as soon as possible if the best in- 
terests of the company are to be conserved.”

FRAUD CHARGES 
‘TERMED TRIVIAL. 


Washington Postoffice Is 
Laid Before Payne. 


FINDS BUT LITTLE PROOF. 
Postmaster General Says Docu- 
ments Are Made Up of.“ Glit- 
tering Generalities.” 


Washington, D. C., May 16—The formal 
charges of Seymour W. Tulloch, formerly 
cashier of the Washington city postoffice, 
alleging irregularities in the postal admin- 
istration, was submitted to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne today. Mr. Payne and Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster General, Bristow went 
over the statement in detail. 

The postmaster general subsequently stat- 
ed that of the fifty typewritten pages of 
300 words each, only about three of the pages 
contained matter germane to the investiga- 
tion. He said the rest ofthe statement “ con- 
sisted of glittering generalities."’ 

Payne Reviews Charges. 

Reviewing the charges of Mr. Tulloch, Mr. 
Payne said: 

“The great bulk of the irregularities of 
which Mr. Tulloch complains was the result 
of the government taking over the postal 
service of Porto Rico. Mr. Tulloch refers 
to trouble caused by the payment of the 
Porto Rican accounts through the Washing- 
ton postoffice and makes some other insinu- 
ations, as, for example, the promotion of 
letter box schemes, etc., but there is no evi- 
dence—nothing but words. 

* All that will be of any service whatever 
to the department in looking up matters in 
connection with the investigation is com- 
prised in three pages. The bulk of the state- 
ment, however, consists of an airing of his 
own grievances and of comments on his own 
removal. He gives letters bearing on his re- 
moval, extracts from newspapers published 
in Various parts of the country, and deais in 
glittering generalities in criticising ex-Post- 
master General Smith. 

“He refers to vouchers and payments of 
c n people which he claims to have becn 
illegal,and makes a pretty severe attack upon 
the controller of the treasury. He makes 
some reference to the alleged smothering of 
the examination of accounts of the local 
postoffice, but offers no new evidence or 
documents to substantiate his allegations, 
merely referring to certain people, certain 
vouchers, and certain accounts.

SEEK CAPTAIN OF VERA CRUZ III. 


Secret Service Officials Are After Master 
of Immigrant Ship Who Absconded 
with Passengers’ Funds. 


+ Washington, D. C., May 16.—[Special.]— 
All the resources of the secret service of the 
treasury department are being brought into 
play to capture Capt. Fernandez, the master 
of the bark Vera Cruz III., that was beachel 
near Ocracoke Inlet, N. C., more than a 
week ago, with 417 starving immigrants on 
board. 

The immigrants are natives of the Cape 
Verde islands. The captain got his cargo 
of immigrants by sailing from point to point 
around the islands. Most of them paid 
exorbitant passage money when they went 
on board, and’ deposited all their funds with 
the captain for safe keeping. The brig was 
inadequately provisioned, and had a scanty 
supply of water. 

The immigrants were packed together like 
cattle, and the captain, it is said, was in- 
toxicated during the trip. For several days 
prior to the beaching of the Vera Cruz itn 
Ocracoke inlet not a man, woman, or child 
among the jmmigrants had a drop to drink 

When the ship went ashore the captain 
immediately disappeared. No trace of him 
bas been had.since. He took with him 
the seamen’s money, the passage money paid 
by the immigrants, and more than $5,000 that 
hed been intrusted to his care by the pas- 
sengers. |

SUICIDE NOT FEUD CRIME 


“NOW. BELIEVED LOUIS YEAGER 
[OOK HIS OWN LIFE. 


County at Kokomo, Ind., 
Practically Abandons the Theory 
5S That the Young Man Was Murdered 
| Coroner Still Takes Opposite 
View—Three Men Under Arrest Are 
Likely to Be Released on Friday, as 
Evidence Against Them Is Weak. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT) 

Kokomo; Ind., May 16.—[Special. ]—Baffled 
in their search for the woman supposed to 
have been with Louis Yeager after he left 
the home of his flancée, Myrtle Finley, last 
Sunday night, Coroner Harrison and Prose- 
cuting Attorney Codk decided this morning 
to postpone the continuation of the inquest 
until next Wednesday, in the hope that fur- 
ther efforts to locate the woman may besuc- 
cessful. 

The whole day was spent in Sharpsville, 
where it is believed Yeager made the appoint- 
ment which ended fatally, and this evening 
the county prosecutor 1s inclined strongly to 
the belief that the young man, who all along 
has been the supposed victim of the feud be-, 
tween the villages of Hemlock and Oakford, 
committed suicide on the Sharpsville road, 
twelve miles from his home in Oakford by 
the route he followed, and six mifes from 
Hemlock, where he had spent the evening. 

“The case against Logan Ingalls, Dillard 


hearing on Friday,” said the county prose- 
cutor. ‘The evidence against them is poor at 
best, and the threats were the natural out- 
come of the enmity between young men of 
rival villages. Their alibis cannot be broken 
down.”’ 

Motive for the Suicide. 


The motive for the suicide was discov- 
ered late today, when it was found that 
Yeager had been pressed to-set a date for 
his wedding to Myrtle Finley, but refused 
his sweetheart’s plea because his physician 
had told him he could not marry. His grief 
over this fact affected him deeply, and the 
death of his friend, Francis Sutton, who 
was shot in the same way, it is beHeved, 
added to his despondency. 


Told Doctor. 


Dr. J. H. Ross of this city is said to have 
made the revelation this afternoon that 
Yeager had been his patient for some weeks, 
and had been told a week before his death 
that he had an incurable disease, and of 


Oakford. Yeager appeared much depressed 
when he left the physician’s office, and the 
night afterwards visited his sweethéart. 
This was on Friday, before he was found 
dead. The girl, after greeting him warmly, 
discussed their plans for future happiness, 
and said: : 

“I wish you would see father about our 
marriage. I think we have waited a long 
time.”” They had been engaged nearly a 
year. | 

* No, I don’t want to see him tonight. I 
- think it better to wait until Sunday,’ \ eager 
replied. 

Authorities Not Agreed. 

The county prosecutor took the foregoing 
statement from Miss Finley this afternoon. 
“ The motive is painfully apparent,’’ he said. 
“The first theory. that Yeager was mur- 
dered as a result of the feud, was abandoned 
this afternoon, and no further effort will 
be made to trace the whereabouts on Sunday 
of the boys now under arrest.” 

The coroner clings to the belief that Yeager 
was murdered by or for a woman, and said, 
after his return from Sharpsville tonight: 

*“ If I were to bring tn a verdict this minute 
I would say, ‘ Yeager met his death at the 
hands of parties unknown.’ ”’ 

“The verdict should be suicide if nothing 
new is discovered,’’ saii Prosecutor Cooper.

COWBOYS SHOOT STRANGER . 
FOR WEARING A SILK HAT. 


Philip Buntz, a Bible Agent of Brooklyn, 
Arouses Ire of Texans by His Garb— 
Killed in Free Fight. 


Houston, Tex., May 16.—[Special.]—Cow- 
boys at Fagan, in western Texas, have killed 
Philip Buntz, a young bible agent, whose 
home was in Brooklyn, because he wore a 
silk hat. Buntz, who had been over a consid- 
erable portion of Texas selling bibles and 
canvassing, landed in Fagan and put up at 
the only public house, a combination tavern 
He wore a long coat, patent 
leather shoes, and a silk hat, which at once 
aroused the ire of the cowmen. 

Fagan is a rendezvous for cowboys for 
miles around, and last Saturday night, when 
the tragedy took place, the place was full 
of them, Buntz had been ridiculed and 
made the butt of fun all Saturday and in the 
evening the taunts were resumed. Suddenly 
the gang discharged half a dozen shots 
through the hat. As it fell to the sidewalk 
it was used for a football. 

Buntz attempted to escape, but when sur- 
rounded began fighting. There were shouts 
of “Hang the tenderfoot."”"

Buntz was shot through the body and hit on 
the head with a bottle. The crowd shortly 
dispersed and the wounded man was carried 
into the tavern, where he died during the 
night. 


TRIALS OF SHAMROCKS AT END: 
Racers Will at Once Be Made Ready for 


Voyage to New York, Which Will 
Take a Fortnight. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, May 16.—The trial races on this 
side of the Atlantic are over, and théSham- 
rocks will at once be dismantled, fitted with 
jury rig, and sent to New York. The yachts 
‘were towed to Greenock this afternoon, and 
‘a fortnight will be taken with the prepara- 
tions for the ocean voyage. 

A heavy wind today prevented the last 
trial spin. An expert analysis of the new 
challenger’s work during the trials proves 
that it is undoubtedly the best challenger 
ever built. There has been no opportunity, 
however, to judge of its sailing qualities in 
a heavy sea and wind, hence winds of over

BOLO MBN KILL CAPTAIN 


CLOUGH OVERTON AND A PRIVATE 


DIE IN PHILIPPINES. 


Details Lacking, but They Are Sup- 
posed to Be Victims of Treachery in 
a Fight at Sucatian, Mindanao—Six 
ef the Attackers Are Killed—In a 
Brush .with Troops at Catalman 
Twelve of the Insurgents Are Slain 
—Capt. Pershing Relieved. 


MANI May 16.—Capt. Clough Overton 
of the Fifteenth cavalry and Private Harry 
Keyes were killed and Private Hartlow was 
wounded yesterday in a bolo rush at Sucat- 
lan, island of Mindanao. 

No details of the fighting have been re- 
ceived beyond a brief telegram reporting the 
deaths. It is sald that six of the enemy were 
killed. It is thought the natives app 
Capt. Overton’s command, pretending friend- 
ship, and then attacked the Americans. 

About 800 insurgents, armed with bolos, re- 
sisted the landing of a force of scouts at 
Catalman, Camiguin island, Tuesday. They 
charged the scouts and wounded two of 
them. It required an hour to disperse the 
insurgents. Twelve of the latter were killed 
and many were wounded. Thescouts, whose 
gallantry has been commended, are pursuing 
the insurgents. 

Dominador Gomez, president of the ne- 
tionaliet party and a labor leader, recently 
wrote to Gov. Taft asking him to permit 
Faustino Guillermo, an outlaw and ineur- 
gent leader, to surrender on the condition 
that he be not punished. The governor 
scathingly warned Gomes not to mix himself 
up in insurgent affairs, gnd@ added that the 
government intended to follow Guillermo 
umMtil he was killed or captured. 


Capt. Pershing Relieved. 

Capt. Pershing has been relieved of the 
command of the Lanao expedition and has 
been succeeded by Lieut.

“T do not belleve the machine was built for 
the @urpose of either destroying, property 
or kiling any one,”’ said Detectve Sergeant 
Carey. ‘‘ The man who made the machine 
would not have omitted the fulminating cap 
if he had wished it to explode. Neither would 
he have written a letter to Commissioner 
Greene telling him of the whereabouts of the 
machine so that the alNeged object of the 
builder could be frustrated. 

“This man Russell's home wasn’t Chi- 
cago. ‘No one in Chicago appears to know 
him. Ruséell had the habits of a highly cul- 
tured man. He was accustomed to better 
accommodations than he got at the Wash- 
ington boulevard house. He always had a 
roll of money. His hands were small, and 
white. and #oft, his shoes always polished. 

“T have not an idea as to what the motive 
was in sending the machrine to the Um- 
bria’s docks.

Conditions "in Macedonia Now 
Described as Being Well 
Nigh Intolerable.

LONDON, May 16.—No definite indication 
has come yet of what the effect will be of 
the important recent developments in the 
complicated situation which, at best is de- 
scribed as the general political crisis. There 
is not the slightest sign of what Russia will 
do in the fgr east and it is impossible to esti- 
mate how serious will be the spread of the 
Balkan troubles. 


ernment in regard to the enforcement of 
‘Russia's pledges in Manchuria has the 
heartiest support in this country officially as 
well as among the people. Sneers are no 
longer heard in England or on the continent 
against the new diplomacy whereof Amer- 
ica is the chief exponent. The wholesome 
discovery has been made that there is one 
nation which will not tolerate deception or 
evasion of its pledges by any power with 
which it has dealings. Certain countries, 
even the greatest, have been weak enough to 
submit to impositions of this kind because of 
the dread of dariger in enforcing simple 
rights. This has so encouraged one or two 
powers to profit by chicanery that they actu- 
ally feel aggrieved when called to account, 


Orisis in Bulgaria. 

The resignation of the Bulgarian cabinet 
raises a serous difficulty for Russia. In the 
Balkan situation the Danefi ministry vir- 
tually have acted under Russian orders. 
They certainly have shown great skill in 
holding the principality well in check, al- 
though the population is overwhelmingly in 
favor of open codperation with the Macedo- 
nian insurgents. Prince Ferdinand, -whose 
position is the most difficult, is consulting 
the leaders of the Stambuloff party, which 
strongly resents Russian domination. It 
wouldn't be possible long to avert an open 
breach bétween Turkey and Bulgaria with 
such a ministry“in power. Russia declares 
she wouldn't raise a finger in behalf of 
Bulgaria under such circumstances. It is 
certain she wouldn't allow the sultan to an- 
nex the province if he conquered it, as un- 
doubtedly he could do. 

Danger Point in Macedonia. 

The whole situation in Macedonia, Bulga- 
ria, and Turkey is well nigh intolerable. and 
unless the strain is quickly relieved serious 
bloodshed cannot longer be avoided. The 
decisive element in the crisis is Russia's se- 
cret désign, and there is nothing to indicate 
what this may be. It is possible Russia her- 
self does not know. 


REBELS DEFEAT LOYAL TROOPS 


Victorious in Two Recent Battles in 
WVenezuele—Insurgents Take Pris- 
oners and Munitions. 


WILLEMSTAD, Island of Curacgoa, May 
16.—Advices received here from Venezuélan 
revolutionary sources say Gen. Matos, the 
leader of the revolution, defeated the govern- 
ment forces at Yumare, near Barquisimeto, 
on May 6, and.again on May 13, at Guama, 
where the government troops, under Gen, 
Gomez and Gen. Linares, are said to have 
been totally routed, leaving numbers of pris- 
oners and wounded men and quantities of 
arms and ammunition in the hands of the 
revolutionists.

SIBYL SANDERSON - DIES. 


SINGER PASSES AWAY SUDDENLY 


OF PNEUMONIA IN PARIS. 


Friends Surprised at Fatal Termifa- 


tion of Illness, Which Had Not Been 
Supposed to Be Serious—Had Not 
Been on Stage Since Her Marriage 
to Terry, the Cuban Millionaire— 
Was Prominent in American Colony 
and a Leader in Social Events. 


PARIS, May 16.—Sibyl Sanderson, the well 


known American opera singer, died suddenly 
today of pneumonia, resulting from an attack 


of the grip. ; 

The announcement of the death of the fa- 
mous artist caused a profound shock in the 
American colony here, where she was well 


known, and throughout musical and theatric- 
al circles. 


She returned to Paris from Nice six weeks 


ago, suffering from a slight attack of the 


grip. Her condition was not regarded as 
serious, but she gradually grew worse, and 
her sickness finally developed into - pneu- 
monia. The doctors continued to hold out 
hopes of her recovery, but. the singer sank 
and finally succumbed this morning. 


Relatives at the Deathbed. 

Miss Sanderson’s mother, the widow of 
Judge Sanderson of California. with whom 
she lived in apartments at 1 Avenue du Bois 
de Boulogne, and other relatives and friends 
were present at the time of her death, includ- 
ing her sisters, Edith and Marion, and Mary 
Garden of Chicago, the soprano of the Opera 
Comique. The funeral will be held Monday 
at the Church of St. Honoré @’Eylau. 

Many Americans and leaders of the 
theatrical world called at the Sanderson resi- 
dence during the afternoon when the news 
of Miss Sanderson’s death became known 
and inscribed their names on the register. 


Friend Tells of the Last Hours. 
Mary Garden of the Opéra Comique, an in- 
timate friend of Miss Sanderson, said today: 
“TI saw poor Sibyl yesterday. She looked 
chalky, and her hands were cold’and damp, 


but she had no idea her condition was se- 


rious. The doctors and others in attendance 
had no idea that she was in a dangerous con- 


dition. She continued fairly well until mid- 


night last night, when a serious change took 
place, and death followed so soon that there 
was no time to send for me or other intimates 


and old friends. 


“Sibyl could hardly be recognized; her 


changed appearance was due to her con- 


tinued illness; her once famous beauty was 
gone and her bddy was cruelly distorted by 
the effects of the slow atrophy of the liver 
and other complications; but her sickness 
and trouble did not dimindsh the quality of 
her voice, which retained until the last few 
days the birdlike quality for which it was 


originally famous.”’

FEDERATION ELECTS PRESIDENT, 
ENDING LONG STRUGGLE. 


Members Who Favored the Mark Bill 
Sé@e Defeat Ahead and Remain 
Away when Ballots Are Cast—Say

After a fight for control lasting nearly two 
years the Teachers’ federation has secured 
control of the Chicago Teachers’ club, de- 
spite the efforts of its founders. The fetier- 
ation yesterday elected Mary E. Reynolds of 
the Perkins Bass School, and one of its di- 
rectors. president of the club. Nearly all the 
other officers elected are prominent mem- 
bers of the federation. There was only one 
ticket in the field. for those who had opposed 
the federation’s policy staid away. 

A month ago, when the members of the 
federation defeated the efforts of those in the 
Teachers’ club who wanted to indorse the 
Mark educational bill, the vanquished real- 
ized that their effort to retain control was 
hopeless. As a result they determined to 
abandon the club, which was organized more 
for social than school purposes, to the federa-, 
tion. Only twenty-two members were pres- 
ent at the club meeting yesterday, and they 
were the twenty-two who had voted against 
the indorsement of the Mark bill at the last 
meeting of the club. Not a member that 
favored the measure was present. 


Say They Will Start New Club. 


Another club will be organized by the de- 
feated faction, which predicts the disruption 
of the present organization. 

The final victory of the Teachers’ federa- 
tion is declared to bear out the charge made 
by Miss Mary E. Lynch that the aim of the 
Teachers’ federation is to secure absolute 
control of ail the teachers’ organizations in 
the city. Just before the new officers were 
elecjed Mrs. Diana von Horn Clock tendered 
her resignation as president oftheclub. This 
action was taken as she does not care to 
preside at the June social meeting of the 
club. The resignation was accepted with- 
out a dissenting vote. Miss Catherine Gog- 
gin moved that a vote of thanks be given | 
to the retiring officers, which was done.

Champaign, May 16.—[Special.}—The 
crack Hyde Park High school track team 
won the ITlinol& state interscholastic at 
nois field this afternoon after one of the 
hardest fights in the history of the event.

In the score of points Hyde Park led by @ 
margin of ten points. scoring twenty-four 
points, against Jacksonvilie’s fourteen and 
Pontiac’s ten. 

But the real fight was in the dashes, which 
the south siders needed to capture the meet. 
Capt. Eckersall was in the best of condition, 
and although called upon to beat the best lot 
of runners he has ever met, he performed his 
task well and won all three dashes, breaking 
the old marks in the 100 and 220 yard events. 

Hyde Park at last accomplished what it 
has been attempting since the interscholastioc. 
was started—to win the event. The cham- 
pion relay team also upheld its unbroken 


| line of victories and won the relay race and 
the silver cup offered to the winner. Only 


Eckersall’s work saved the day for Hyde 
Park, and it is the first time one sprinter 
has captured-all three sprints since Bell ef 
Biggsville won them three years ago. 


." ‘Weather Man Good to Boys. 


A better day for a track meet could not 
have been desired, and the boys showed their 
appreciation for the kindness of the weather» 
man, and set new marks in the three dashes, 
the pole vault, and the hammer throw. They 
not only broke records, they smashed them. 
Hckersall of Hyde Park lowered the record 


in the 100 yard dash from :10% to :10 flat, 


and took three-fifths of a second off the 220 
yard record of :22 3-5 made two years ago, 
setting a mark of :22 flat. 

The most sensational performance of the 
day was that of George Smith, a colored . 
sprinter from. Jacksonville, who defeated 
Eckersall in the trial heat of the 50 yard 
dash, which he ran in :5%, breaking the 
state record of :5%, held by Borden of Hyde! 
Park since 1898, and tying the world’s rec-’ 
ogd for the distance. 

Hammer Record Smashed to Bits. 

Evvard of Pontiac broke his record in the; 
hammer throw—141.5 feet, made last year— 
by 18 feet. His new mark is 159 feet 8 inches. 
Morris of Englewood set the pole vault marls 
up to 10 feet 6 inches, which is 4% inches 
higher than Dickey’s old record. The half

Scandal in a Church.

These young men went to the Aubervilliers 
church and made a-great row trying to 
prevent Father Cotibe from speaking. While 
the people were belaboring each other with 
chairs the young men cried out, “ Long live 
the revolution” and “ Long live Combes.” 
The police stepped in and the curé and the 
preachér were obliged to yield. In this mu- 
tual antagonism there Is evidence of repris- 
als against the Catholic party. which really 
attacked, without stint and without pity. 
those who did not think with it at the time 
of the Dreyfus affair and ore need not be 
surprised if the disturbances and excess 
leading to excess in this venturesome policy 
ends in the separation of the church and 
the state. That is to say, there can be 
reform under which the American Catholics 
find themselves well off, but under which 


the French Catholics might not find them- 


selves so well off, because they belong to a 
nation which has the habit of looking to the 
state for so much ever of public worship 
and for the celebration of the mass.

The 
circumstances of this election are peculiar, 
but it upon the whole is highly favorable 
to the government, for, although Preston 
long has been a conservative stronghold, the 
examples of Woolwich and Rye had led 
both sides to the conclusion that the safest 
of the ministerial seats were in danger. 

It is many years since a liberal stood for 
Preston. Hodge, the candidate who opposed 
Kerr, received the support of the liberal as- 
sociation and the liberal whip, but it is 
probable that many liberals of the middle 
class refused to vote for him, and it is on 
the other hand certain that he obtained the 
suffrage of many conservative workingmen. 


Stands for Independent Labor. 


He did not, like Crooks at Woolwich, con- 
nect himself with the cause of liberalism or 
radicalism. He stood for independent labor, 
and is, in fact, a socialist. It is in the cir- 
cumstances remarkable that he should have 
polled more than 6,000 votes, or half as many 
again as were given on a former occasion for 
Keir Hardie. It, of course, is impossible to 
say what would have been the result if Kerr's 


| opponent had been an orthodox liberal or a 


radical, but it is to the last degree improbable 
that he would have won the seat.

PARIS GARMENT MAKERS TALK 
OF A POSSIBLE STRIKE. 


Threat of a Reduction oe 25 Per Cent 
in Wages May Result in j Serious 
Trouble—Workers Organize to Fight 
the Employers—Automobile Owners 
Worried by Laws on Carrying Num- 
bers and on Speed Limit—American 
Prosperity Reflected in Trade.

In 
fact, he is one of its most relentless oppo- 
nents in the national legislature. But he did 
not hesitate to inform both the pope and the 
cardinal that the attitude of the clergy in 
France towards the government was such 
as must inevitably result in the repeal of the 
concordat, and it Was itn response to his re- 
marks that the pope and his principal adviser 
made the declarations which I have given 
above. 

To put the matter plainly, the French cler- 
gy. which for some years past has shown a 
strong disposition to accept no dictation 
from Rome with regard to its dealings with 
“the government, has now got altogether be- 
yond the control of the curia, and any en- 


deavor on the part of the abieass to enforce 
the papal by means of vigorous meas- 
ures and stern ecclesiastical discipline would 
inevitably result in that Gallican schism 
which has been predicted by some of the 
most thoughtful statesmen and for- 
eign observers of contémporary affairs in 
France. It is probable that the pontiff may 
be called upon at an early date to publicly.

According to the terms of this con- 
oe the French government devotes 4 sum 
$10,000,000 each year to the stipends of 
tng bishops and parish priests, which will, of 
course, be done away with in the event of 
treaty being annulled. In that case the 
French clergy would, like the priesthood in 
this country, be dependent on the voluntary 
contributions of their flocks,, which would 
cause a serious decline in the amount of 
the contributions yearly sent by French 
Catholics to Rome for the maintenance of 
the papacy. Indeed, there is no doubt but 
that the holy see would suffer a notable de- 
‘crease in ite revenues in the event of the re- 
‘peal of the concordat. — 

The latter is far more imminent than ap- 
pears to be realized. For the French cham- 
ber has now before it an elaborate bill de- 
vised for that object, which fs sponsored 
not only by nearly 100 of the principal sup- 
porters of the administration, including such 
men as De Pressensé and Jaures, who is one 


of the Vice presidents of the chamber of 


deputies, but which, more significant still, 
is indorsed by the Paris Temps, that is to say, 


by the ministerial organ. Public opinion, in. 


fact, may be said to be ripe for the separa- 
tion of church and state in France, and the 
idea finds support even among the prelates 
and clergy themselves, who deciare that 
they would enjoy more freedom in the per- 
formance of their ecclesiastical duties if they 
were not hampered as paid servants of the 
government. 
Should France abrogate this treaty with

He speaks by tistics, too, and when he 
shows by chapter and verse that a ten horse 
power car, su such as Norman telis us he can 
keep for $880 a year, ran away with $1,180 
in eight months, not to mention the prime 
cost of $4,140, it is plain that there may be 
two sides to this question.

DOCTORS TOLD TO DROP GOLF. 


Medical Publication Sees Danger in 
Wasting Time Over the Geame— — 
Study Held Better.

LONDON, May 16.—It was startling to find 

the Lancet solemnly warning its readers 
against too great devotion to golf, but one 
was reassured upon learning that the warn- 
ing was not based upon hygienic laws. The 
golf bacillus does not physically incapacitate 
its victims. It is the fear that its ravages 
will be more apparent in the pockets than on 
the persons of those whom it attacks which 
led the Lancet gently to admonish the med- 
ical profession lest it should devote to the 
game the industry and devotion which ought 
to be expended upon more serious things. 
Apparently a medical man cannot be both a 
good doctor and a first class golfer, so the 
paper would not have too much attention 
given to the laborious idleness of the game.

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| THE RIOT AT KISHINEV. 
It is hard to glean the exact truth about 


the attack on the Jews at Kishinev from 
the flood of contradictory reports emanating 
from different sources. The immediate 


cause of the riot is reported to be the con- 


trol of trade and employment by the Jews, 
who in retaliation far earlier attacks div- 
criminated against the peasants and other 
laboring classes. At bottom it probably 
originated in the religious fanaticism to 
which the peasantry of southern Russia 


| are prone, and which finds its expression 


in fearful religious excesses. 

To the mujik of southern Russia the Jew 
is anathema. The mujik is steeped in 
medieval superstition, and willingly be- 
lieves lies that are circulated by fanatical 
agitators, including the story that the 
Jewish passover is celebrated by the sac- 
rifice of Christian children, The mob which 
committed the atrocities at Kishinev was 
composed of such people, urged on by fa- 
natical and ignorant leaders, who found iu 
the prosperity: and industry of the Jews 
excuse for the plunder of the Ghetto. With 
the sack of the first honse and the exchange 
of the first blows the fanatica! spirit of the 
mob turned to frenzy. All the pent up 
race hatred and religious prejudices found 
vent in the slaughter of the defenseless ob- 
jects of their attack. 

Whether the Jews actually contro] the 
trade and employment of Kishinev is im- 
material. It is obvious that they were not 
so much in control that they could do any 
thing in their own defense. They were at 
the mercy of their murderers. Yesterday's 
cables announce that the Russian govern- 
ment has taken steps to restore order; that 
the rioters have been arrested and brought 
to trial, and that they will be punished for 
the atrociti committed. The result of the 
riot. is likely to be the same as that of the 
oppression of the Roumanian Jews. There 
will be increased emigration to the United 
States. If the Jews of Kishinev were in- 
dustrious enough to secure control of the 
trade of Kishinev their departure will be a 
loss to Russia and a gain to any industrial 
community into which they come. 

Any measures that may or can be taken 
by our government to stop the persecution 
of the Jews in Russia or to provide for their 
succor will be approved by the people with- 
out. regard to party, race, or religion. The 
popular measures that have been or may be 
taken for their relief should meet with a 
prompt and generous response. 


. BNLARGE LINCOLN PARK. 
Tomorrow the county judge will be asked. 
to iasue an order submitting to the popular 


board—with the consent of the voters of 
Lake View—to issue bonds to the amount 
of $1,000,000 to cover the expenses con- 
nected with am.addition of 235 acres to 
the area of the park at its northern extrem- 
ity.” Under the law the bond issue ques- 
tio must be submitted at a general elec- 
tion. Therefore, the question can be voted 
on June 1, but not at the city election next 
spring. If nothing is done now the mat-

If the park commissioners are given the 
$1,000,000 they will be able to add nearly 
70 per cent to the area of an overcrowded 
park. At the northern end of the addi- 
tion to be made by filling in the submerged 
lands, a large section will be set apart 
for playgrounds. They will be two miles 
distant from those at North avenue, and 
will be the favored resort of children liv- 
ing north of Diversey avenue. A natural 
beach half a mile long will be made for 
the benefit of bathers and the pleasure of 
children. 

The park extension will be accessible to 
all residents of Lake View. There are 
street car lines which traverse the town 
from north to south and east to west which 
will take the people living most remote 
from the lake to the park in a short time 
for a_ nickel. Lincoln park always has 
been a “ people’s park. ” The proposed 
extension will make it of still greater serv- 
ice to them. The bond issue will not ben- 
efit the well to do residents near the lake 
half so much as it will the less well to Jo 
people—the workers in factories aud shops 
—living. in the central or western part of 
Lake View. The law Is really “ labor 
legislation ’’—more truly so than some laws 
which are given that title—and every work- 
ingman should vote for the bond issue for 
the sake of his family if not for bis own 
sake. 

The vote in Lake View at the judicial 
election should be specially heavy, becanse 
the bond question is to be submitted. Men 
who may not be drawn to the polls by their 
interest in the judicial candidates should 
be drawn there by their desire to see Lin- 
coln park enlarged and beautified for their 
good. It is possible at this time to add 
235 acres to the park—with most of the 
improvements done—for about $5,000 an 
acre. ‘That opportunity should not be 
thrown away through the ignorance or in- 
difference of the citizens of Lake View.

‘MARKING JUDICIAL BALLOTS. 
The judicial election will be held two 
weeks from tomorrow, and the. election 
commissioners have sent out instructions to 
the judges, who are told, among other 
things: 

Should the voter after putifng a cross in the 
circle at’ the head of one column: put a cross in 
}@ square in another column opposite the name 
of some one of. the fourteen candidates for judge 
of the Circuit court to succeed the Incumbents fhe 
vote should be counted for the individual whom 
-he hae thus indicated, and for none.of the other 
candidates for the fourteen places for judge of the 
Circuit court to succeed the incumbents, but 
should be counted for the three candidates for 
judge of the Circuit court under the act of 1901 
and also for the candidate for judge of the Superior 
court in the column under the circle so marked, 
The reason for this is that while it was the voters’ 
privilege to have voted for the entire fourteen 
candidates for judges of the Circuit court to suc- 
ceed the incumbents he has not availed himeelf 
of that privilege by making his intention plain. 


It would be well if the instructions ds to 
how votes shall be counted after ballots 
have been. marked were brought to the 
notice of every voter before he marked his 
ballot. In that case the marking would be 
more intelligently or scientifically done 
than it will. be by many, who, because of 
their lack of skill in making crosses, will 
fail to vote for many of the candida tes they 
wish to vote for. 

Many persons to whom ballots’ will be 
handed on the 1st of June will be under the 
impression that every candidate for Circuit 
judge on the republican ticket is running 
againet the particular candidate whose 
name is opposite his on the democratic 
ticket, and that if the voter shall make a 
cross in the circle at the head of the repub- 
lican ticket and also against the names of 
one or more democratic candidates the 
election judges will record him as having 
voted for all the republican Circuit judge 
nominees except those whose names are 
over against those of the democrats he 
prefers. The election judges will not do so, 
They may believe that the voter meant to 
vote for some republican candidates, but 
under the law they are not allowed to guess 
the names of the ones he preferred. 

The voter who knows can handle the 
,most complicated Australian ballot with 
ease. The voter who does not know, and 
who attempts to make marks in addition to 
the one in the circle at the head of a ticket, 
is likely to blunder. That man should con- 
fine himself to making.a cross against the 
name of every Than on both tickets whom 
he wishes to vote for. 

He must be especially careful, however, 
not to vote for more than fourteen of the 
regular Circuit court candidates, and three 
of. the candidates under the act of 1901, and 
one candidate for the Superior court, for if 
he shall mark one too many of the candi- 
dates in either of the three classes his vote 
will not-be counted for any one of the can- 
didates in that class. 


THE ENELL OF POLICY. 

The Citizens’ association and the public 
must be equally congratulated on the de- 
cision of the association to take up the 
fight against the policy syndicate. The 
association will add to its honorable rec- 
ord of twenty years’ struggle against fraud 
and misgovernment, while che people can 
be certain that whatever a band of de- 
termined men can do will be done. As Tue 
Trrsunp bas already pointed out, the fight 
will be a long one. The heads of the syn- 
dicate will order their shops closed; they 
will wait for the reforming wave to pass 
over as it has befere, and then cautiously 
begin business again, ready to stop at the 
slightest’ sign of danger. The public will 
forget that policy exists as it has forgotten 
before. The police, relieved from the pres- 
sure of public ppinion, will abate their zeal 
and stop making arrests, but hereafter 
| there will be agents to watch for the re- 
opened policy shops and for evidence 
against the big protected thieves who 
finance the swindle. Some day the biggest 
of them will be caught, and their convic- 
tion, following other convictions, will break 
up the syndicate and free the streets of 
Chicago from the knaves who go about day 
after day to collect the pennies of the de- 
bauched and the destitute. 

Such has been the history of the fight in 
New York and such it will be in Chicago.

JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN’S POLICY. 

If preferential tariffs shall be established 
between Great Britain and Canada,: Aun- 
stralia, and the other colonies, the United 
States can take no exception to the new 
departure, although the immediate effect 
will be harmful to American producers of 
commodities which they have been selling 
to the British people, provided the colonies 
are able to furnish such commodities in 
liberal quantities. If Canadian, Indian, 
aud Australian wheat were to pay no duties 
in Great Britain while American wheat 
was. dutiable, the cultivation of wheat in 
the colonies would be stimulated and the 
American wheat growers would have to 
accept lower prices for their product in 
order to find a market in England, where 
there has been so good a market in the past. 

If Canada were to discriminate against 
American manufacturers in favor of those 
of Great Britain to a greater degree than 
it does now, and if other colonies were to 
do likewise, American manufacturers would 
be. kept out of markets where they now sell 
many goods and British manufacturers 
would be the gainers. The Americans who 
are believers in the. protective policy could 
not find fault with Great Britain and the 
colonies for adopting it. 

It is for the people of Great Britain to’ 
determine whether the policy of preferen- 
tial tariffs which Mr. Chamberlain advo-

MORE TRACK ELEVATION. 

Certain railways owning tracks on the 
eouth side have “ accepted” the ordinance 
of Mareh 16, 1908, by which they were “ or- 
dered and required” to elevaté the plane 
of their roadbeds. The last large block of 
elevation construction has swung into view. 
As a politician not long ago remarked, * The 
disappearance of the grade crossing is in 
sight."" Mr. John O'Neill, superintendent 
of track elevation, might almost say: “ Now 
lettest thou thy servant depart in peace.” 

The first Chicago track elevation ordi- 
nance was passed in 1892. Today there 
has. been constructed, or is under order of 
construction, T00 miles of elevated track 
at a total cost of $43,000,000. Thie cost has 
been borne by the railways. The only ex- 
pense to which the city has been subjected 
has been the maintenance of the track ele- 
vation department. The bill for, this de- 
partment amounts to $27,400. ‘Compare 
our good fortune with the sad fate of the 
cities in Massachusetts and in New York, 
where the state pays 25 per cent, the city 
10 per cent, and the railways only 65 per 
cent, instead of 100 per cent, of the cost of 
elevation. 

The new improvements on the seuth side 
have four main parts.. There will be an 
extension of the south side elevated to En- 
glewood and to the stockyards. There will 
be a third express train track added to the 
south side elevated structure from Twelfth 
to Forty-third. There will be a new elevated 
structure and service on Fortieth from the 
lake to the stockyards. And, best of all, | 
the Fortieth street tracks of the Chicago 
Junction railway will be raised from grade. 
No longer will the stranger be appalled by 
seeing freight trains creep at grade across 
the expanses of Grand and Drexel boule- 
vards. 

The plans made for the engineering work 
on Fortieth are impressive. At the points 
where the north and south railways cross 
Fortieth the fact that the Chicago Junction 
railway and the South Side Elevated rail- 
way will be running on a double decker | 
structure will make it necessary to have 
three elevated levels, the highest of which 
will be 57.6 feet above the surface. 

This means expense. Expense, however, 
ought hardly to be mentioned.

A SERMON FOR TODAY 


BY THE REV. H. M. LOWRY. 


The Cry for Jesus. 

Sir, we would see Jesus.—John, xii., 21. 

HE east came to the cradle of Christ, 
the west came to his cross. The Magi 
and the Greeks represent that enlight- 
ened religious instinct which, dissatis- 
fied with that which cannot feed the 

soul, is able to rise above previous educa- 
tion and prejudice and seek the gratification 
ofits deepest needs and its highest aspira- 
tions wherever that gratification may be 
found. 

These who thus came to Christ stood for 
that large number of Greeks, so frequently 
alluded to, who, perceiving the vanity of 
popular religion, turned to something more 
satisfying,.and found in the synagogue ser- 
vice of the Jews something which appealed 
to the cravings of that instinct for God which 
all men possess. Attaching themselves more 
or lese to Judaism without submitting to 
the religious rites necessary to give them 
full standing they came to Jerusalem to 
‘worship the God im whom they had come to 
believe. Here they put th-mselves in com- 
munication with one vf the disciples of Jesus 
and request an interview with the man 
who has created so great a stir in the popular 
mind. 

Their action may well be regarded by us 
as suggesting the cry of an, enlightened re- 
ligious instinct for the personal Christ. 

Mere ctiriosity may prompt such a cry. 

Now, as then, Jesus Christ is the problem of 
the ages. He is a personality that must be 
explained; a force that must be accounted 
for. This man, whom millions love and no 
one hates, thrusts himself before us In such 
a way that life is entirely changed for us 
after we meet him. “By what authority 
doest thou these things?” is a question we 
must have answered for the sake of our own 
peace of mind. ‘* What shall I do with 


Jesus?” is the inquiry of a soul who is con- | 


fronted by this perplexing personality, this 
masterful man. The age of inquiry in which 
we live finds its curiosity baffled by this 
teacher, whose _.character defies human 
analysis, whosé truth transcends human 
more 
living, Mere personal, More powe ‘teach 
to wot what 
“would have us to do and be, we turi.from 
else to Jésus, in the bap that at last We 
can find an authority upon which we can 
rest. 


Appreciation may lead us to him. Beyond . 


mere ,curiosity a soul has come to know 
enough of Jesus to make him feel that life 
offers nothing better than the study of this 
character and life. Moral beauties disclose 


themselves in such a way as to charm us. 


We are fascinated by his graciousness, sub- 
dued by his tenderness. moved by his love. 
We cease to wonder why it fs that those who 
reject him vie with those who accept him in 
laying their tribute of admiration at his feet, 
and can understand how it is that even an 
infidel can find the life of Jesus his highest 
theme and greatest satisfaction. 

The motives which draw us to Jesus may 
be even deeper than those. There may be a 
strong personal desire on our part for Jesus 
because he has wooed and won us. We hold 
him not at arms’ length; we look not at him 
in the spirit of inquiring criticism; we treat 
him not as something outside of ourselves, 
but as dearer to us than all the world: we 
desire to take him into our lives, tb reign 
there king cf love and life. 

In any and every case that which this re- 
ligious instinct cries for is a personality. 
When the church, by those rude methods 
which it once used, tried to convert the world 
to Christianity, it brought into its fold a 
mass of barbarous and unspiritual votaries, 
which left its impress upon church life for a 
thousand years. If the church Christianized 
paganism, paganism in turn paganized Chris- 
tianity. As a result, the personality of 
Christ was largely lost. It is the glory of 
the present time that the church is swinging 
back more and more to the personal Christ. 
As the din of religious strife subsides there is 
presented in new beauty and power this one 
perfect pereonality. He. and he alone, meets 


*the wants and answers thecry of the present 


day man. It is an age of individualism. The 
needs of man are paramount. As the mon- 
arch has gone down, man has gone up. Hu- 
manity wants a Christ who deals with in- 
dividual men, and who addresses himself to 
individual wants. In the moment of sorrow 
we feel for the hand of the comforter; in 
the hour of loneliness we seek our com- 
panion; in the day of trouble we want the 
counsel of our friend. There is no one in all 
history who satisfies us so fully as Jesus of 
Nazareth, who, as ‘“‘ Man of Sorrows ” and 
‘‘ Friend of Sinners,"’ touches human hearts 
to cure, to comfort, to cleanse. 

Systematic theology is as necessary as the 
bones ef a man, but those bones must be cov- 
ered with warm flesh if we are to have a 
friend. Delight in the study of Christian 
anatomy must not rob us of our living friend, 
the matchless Son of Man. The weary, the 
sad. the forsaken are crying today, as never 
before, “ Sir, we would see Jesus.”

Lebon, on examining the 
skulis of twenty-six Frenchmen of genius, found that they yielded an 
average capacity of 1,782 cubic centimeters—a little over 200 in excess of 


the ayernge; this is the more remarkable from the fact that several indi- 


viduals, chosen from among the twenty-six, had only a medium capacity— 
e. g.: Descartes, Tissot, and Hoffmann. Of the brains of twelve famous 
Germans studied by Wagner and Buchoff, eight bad either a decidedly 
low or a very high capacity—Dollinger 1,207 and Liebig 1,352, for 
instance. On the other hand, one had long believed that a great develop- 
ment. of brain circumvolution, together with symmetrical beauty of the 
face, were general characteristics of the man of genius; but there also the 
exceptions are numerous, an extraordinary emaciation of the skull being 
frequently noticeable. Examples,of this class are Bertillon, Gambetta, 
and Liebig (who possessed many irregularities of a hereditary nature). 
We have not dealt with inflammation of the brain membranes, shown in 
such @ case as Donnizetti’s; and we may contrast with the facial beauty 
and harmonious skull form of Helmottz, Dante, and Sehopenhauer, the 
abnormally large features (hereditary) of such men as Skoda and Nobilis, 
who possessed almost idiotic looks. It is interesting to note that Clement 


_VI. is. said to hava acquired genius as a result of a blow which his skull 


received in his childhood. (The Australian novelist, Marcus Clarke, hed 
a similar experience.) 

A mark of creativ@ genius, of more general occurrence, misoneism (or 
the rejection of the discovery or work of others), is often the most terrible 
obstacle to progress. Napoleon would have nothing to do with steam, and 
Richelieu threw into a lunatic asylum the man who discovered it; Voltaire 
denied the value of fossils to science; Darwin jeered at hypnotism; and 
Virchow absolutely denied Darwinism and criminal anthropology. 

But it is of other phenomena, more important still in considering this

had attended a masquerade on the previous evening dresseil in the roariously funny witticiems of our little English cousins. Illustrating this 


gesthesia, or morbid excess of sensibility; and, above all, of the slowness 
and of the extreme quickness (as the case may be) of personal sensibility 
that one notes among men of genius. In the case of the eleven men of 
geniue I have myself studied, eight had a more delicate sensibility than 
the average, ene only gave the maximum, two the minimum, when tested 
under ordinary circumstances. 

Amnesia is common with the man of genius. Newton one day rammed 
his niece’s finger into his pipe. Tucherel once forgot his own name. The 
archbishop of Munster, seeing in the door of his visitor’s room a notice 
which said, “The master of this house is out,” remained there, awaiting 
his own return! 

Hypereesthesia is not leas frequent. Musset, Goncourt, Flaubert pos- 
sessed such a delicate’ and developed sense of hearing that street noises 
and the striking of clocks were absolutely unsupportable to them. Bandel- 
aire had a most delicate sense of smell. The painter Francia died from 
happiness in the street on seeing a picture by Raphael. 

Mr. W. Thayer, in an article in the Forum, wishing to sliow the lon- 
gevity of Anglo-Saxon men of genius during the nineteenth century, is 
nevertheless unable to deny the premature death of many poets. Of forty- 
six cases, showing an average age of 66 years, nine poets died between 
the ages of 26 and 37—-Byron, Shelley, Keats, Leopardi, and Poe among 
them. Of thirty-nine drtists and sculptors, the average age attained be- 
ing 66, one, Fortuny, died young, aged 36, Of thirty musicians, with an 
average age of 62 years, Auber was 89 years old when he died and Verdi 


88, whilst four others died young—Bellini, Bizet, Schubert, Mendelssohn. 


Certain men of genius have retained their physica) activity to a most 
advanced age, Humboldt until he was 80 years old, and Verdi and Goethe 
(who wrote “ Faust” when he was 81). Beccaria, on the contrary, ceased 
all work when 32 years old; many more, as Leonardi da Vinci and Fiau- 
bert, left their work incomplete through their slowness of execution.

“WORLD'S MOST FAMOUS MALE MODEL TO LIVE IN AMERICA 4

Sig. Antonio Corsi, the world’s most fa- 
mous male model, after a roving life of 
twenty-two years, has decided to make this 
country his home. This announcement will 
cause no little satisfaction to American 
artists, to whom his picturesque features 
and black hair reaching to his shoulders have 
long been famiMar. 

Sig. Corsi, aside from his availability as 
model, isaremarkable man. Small in stat- 
ure, with the skin of a West Indian, piercing 
black eyes and hair, he attracts attention 
at all times and places. He also possesses 
the artistic temperament, a quality lacking 
‘In the average model. 

“TI live, I breathe, I feel all the emotions 
of the characters I assume,"’ he said when 
visited recently in his studio. ‘‘ When I pose 
for “The Crucifixion’ I live over again the an- 
guish and suffering of Jesus and appear to 
feel the humiliation he felt at being put te 
death between two thieves.”’ 

Here Sig. Corsi's Italian temperament as- 
serted itself. He ran his fingers through 
‘his hair, cast his eyes downward, as he is 
wont to do in this particular pose, and as- 
sumed the expression so familiar in the 
works of the late Sir Edward Burne-Jones, 
who, during the seven years he employed 
Corsi, posed him in “ The Crucifixion " and 
other famous canvases now hanging in 
South Kensington Gardens. 

Corsi has posed for a thousand or more 
different characters. His wardrobe consists 
of forty separate and distinct costumes, all 
of which he now has with him at his studio, 
and there is no artist or school of impor- 
tance in Europe that has not had at one time 
or another his services. He posed at the 
New York art school and recently signed 
to pose nine months continuously at the 
Boston museum. In a short while he will 
make a flying trip to London to fill an en- 
gagement and also to bring over his two 
children, a girl of 9 and a boy of 8 years. 

“My introduction to art was curious,” 
said Sig. Corsi, who speaks five languages. 
“J was 12 years old and in London with 
a band of. strolling musicians when Mr. 
Philip Moscheles saw and asked me to pose 
for him. I first posed as a shepherd and 
later as an Egyptian fortune teller and beg- 
gar boy. One of the best of Mr. Moscheles’ 
pictures for which I posed was ‘The Devil 
and the Beauty.’ In this canvas a young 
girl is shown standing over the devil, sword 
in her hand. Of course, i was the devil.’’ 

Naturally, as he has posed for many of 
the great artists of Europe, also Princess 
Louise, the present duchess of Argyll; the 
late Empress Frederick of Germany, and 
Fedora, Countess Gleichen, cousin of the

late Queen victoria, Sig. Corsi has formed Be 


many interesting impressions. 


“In Paris there is,'in my opinion, but one 
He 


great master—Julian,” he continued. 
is the greatest modern painter of the nude 


and one of the best men for’ whom I ever ™S 


posed. I was interested in noting the ex- 
pression on the faces of those pupils to whom 
Julian spoke in passing and the favored few, 
and in all cases they were less talented than 
their fellows at whose easels he stopped and 
made a few strokes of the brush. Prof. Le- 
gros of Paris is one of the greatest drafts- 
men in the world and witha! a gentle, kindly 
man. Rodin, the sculptor, is at the head of 
his class in Paris." 

Sig. Corsi is better known in London than 
in other parts of Europe, although there is 
no capital on the continent that he has not 
visited. In England, in addition to Sir Ed- 
ward Burne-Jones, he posed for Lord Leigh- 
ton and Sir John Everett Millais. 

“In Lord Leighton’s work, ‘ Pheenicians 
Bartering with Ancient Britons,’ I am seen 
in two poses, One the man holding the skin, 
and one of the buyers. Lord Leighton also 
posed me as a statue in bronze. 

“Mr. E. A. Abbey, the greatest drafts- 
man of our time, did me the honor to pose 
me for seventy figures in ‘ The Quest of the 
Holy Grail,’ now in Boston. Among them 
were monks, Roman soldiers, the bishops, 
and knights. In Mr. John 8S. Sargent’s 
‘Hosea’ I posed for twenty different 
figures.” 

But it is of his experiences while posing for 


the Princess Louise, the present duchess of 


Argyll, that Sig. Corsi speaks with the great- em 


est pride. 

‘** For the Princess Louise I posed for ‘ The 
Crucifixion’ in plaster.

AGAIN FOR LOCAL OPTION, 


ADVOCATES OF PLAN STARTING 
ON NEW ‘CAMPAIGN. 


Say Bill Was Strangled by Supposed 
Friends in Recent Session of Legis- 
lature in Spite of Fact That Large 
Numbers of -Representatives and 
Senators Favored It—Francis W. 
Parker Issues a Statement Urging 
Work on Certain Lines. 


Champions of the local option bill say it 
was throttled by committees and supposed 
friends in the recent session of the legisla- 
ture, and they are making ready for a cam- 
paign in favor of such a measure in, the next 
legislature. The bill, they declare, was 
crushed by certain interests in spite of the 
fact that large numbers of representatives 
and senators favored the measure and its 
popularity was greater at the close than at 
the commencement of the session. 

The intent of the present campaign is to 
arouse to activity the passive interest many 
of the members felt in the bill and to urge 
upon the voters the necessity of selecting 
representatives who will not “knife” the 
proposed legislation. The bill was defeated, 
according to a résumé made by Francis W. 


' Parker, by filibustering tactics, for which 


Edward Morris is held by them to be ina 
measure responsible. 


Statement by Mr, Parker. 

In astatement issued yesterday Mr. Parker 
urges friends of local option to proceed along 
the following lines: 

‘‘Bvery church in the state of Illinois 
ought to contribute by service and money to 
the advancement of the cause and giadly 
open its doors to the advocates of the meas- 


ure. 

“The friends of local option should aid in 
defeating the nomination and vote against 
all men of both parties who have participated 
in the strangling of this measure, for, while 
differences of cpinion touching various as- 
pects of the bill are not only proper but 
creditable, the effort to seem friendly, while 
in fact refusing the bill even an opportunity 
to be heard, ought to be resented by the vot- 
ers: of the state, and the enemies, open or 
secret, of this great measure ought to be de- 
feated as unworthy of mem in the 
state legislature. 

** Such men as have aided or promised to aid 
the measure ought to be supported by its 
friends in an effective and convincing man- 
ner.

ANOTHER INDEPENDENT ROAD | 
FOR MINNESOTA. 


Minneapolis, Superior, St. Paul and 
Winnipeg to Be Built from. Twin 
Cities to Head of Lake Superior and. 
to Beaudette on Canadian North- 
etn — Southwestern Lines Biddima 
for Colonists—Grand Trunk PeatSe 
Bill Advanced, | 


Minnesota is to have another independent 
railroad, which it is expected will add to the 
commercial importance of the’ Cities. 
The Minneapolis, Superior, St. Paul and 
Winnipeg railway, with headquarters at 
Minneapolis, a project which was launched 
in 1897, has been financed by strong eastern 
capitalists and is now ready to complete the 
survey. 

Within three years, it is claimed, trains will 
be running over the line, if plans are real- 
ized. The new line will run from Minneap- 
olis almost in an air line to the head of Lake 
Superior and to Beaudette, a station on the 
Canadian Northern railway. The main line 
will be 300 miles to Beaudette, and the Su- 
perior division, from Anoka, will be 120 miles, 
and sundry branch lines 60 miles, making the 
total mileage 500. 

The capital stock authorized is $12,500,000 
_— the 5 per cent gold mortgage bonds $12,- 


Connections of Proposed Road. 

The company will have independent docks 
at the head of the lakes and an independent 
line of lake freighters. Traffic arrangements 
to be made with the Canadian Northern will 
give the company an outlet to the north- 
west and ample provisions have been made 
for connections with east and south bound 
trunk lines at St. Paul and Minneapolis. 

The new road will pass through a country 
in northern Minnesota almost without rail- 
way facilities, which is rich in timber, good 
soil, and grazing lands. 

The officials of the company declare that 
for a long time the necessity of a new and 
independent line from Lake Superior to the 
Twin Cities has been recognized by the busi- 
ness interests of Duluth, Superior, St. Paul, 
and Minneapolis. It will be the shortest line 
between St. Paul and Duluth, 137 miles, 
— the 150, 156, and 172 miles of other 
ines.

Bidding for Colonists. 


Strenuous efforts are being made by the 
southwestern roads to induce colonists to lo- 
cate in the southwestern states and terri- 
tories. The recently organized southwest- 
ern colonization bureau is using all possible 
means to develop immigration. J. W. 
Steele, commissioner for the roads, is now 
on a lecturing tour in Oklahoma, in which he 
is béing assisted by the passenger officials. 

One of the suggestions made by the commis- 
sioner was to endeavor, as far as possible. to 
get commercial bodies and others interested 
in this work to canvass the counties in their 
respective communities and procure from the 
farmers letters as to their experiences and 
prosperity, such letters to be handled 
through the commercial bodies and sent back 
to people living in their former homes.

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ITH the defeat of the ghosts who 

had conspired against her, the 

actress wife of Henry Cavendish 
ended one of the most entertain- 

ing lawsuits that amused Lon- 
@on society. The ghosts had persuaded 
the husband to make over the bulk of his 
property to a Maj. Strutt of his majesty’s 
service. 

Cavendish, in full of all demands, is Henry 
Bhepherd Hart Cavendish, 26 years old, and 
recognized by even the Royal Geographical 
society as a young man of especially inter- 
esting attainments in African travel. To 
the London mar about town he has a no less 
enviable position as a devotee of theatricals 
and theatrical lights, upon which fields of 
art and artists he has scattered much of 
the fortune of $1,200,000 into which he came 
a few years ago. 

Cavendish is the elder of the two sons of 
the late William Thomas Cavendish, and 
great grandson of the second Lord Water- 
pack. His stepfather is Capt. Cecil Norton, 
liberal member of parliament for West New- 
ington. 

At 16 years old Cavendish had a taste for 
travel and exploration, and fixed upon the 
‘African continent as the field of attraction. 
‘Hunting big game became a passion with 
him, and in pursuit of the sport he went 
to south Africa, where ih English, Dutch, 
and Portuguese territory he stalked the big 
game of the lower end of the continent. Re- 
turning one day from a south African ex- 
pedition the young man ran upon a magazine 


article on the capabilities of Somaliland in 


Satisfying the desires for hunting big game. 


Thrilling Adventures in Africa. 
At once he determined to be the first to 


‘*track that country. The western shore of 


Lake Rudolph especially was unknown and 
awakened his deep interest. Assisted by the 
British government, Cavendish, joined by 
Lieut. Andrew of the Black Watch at Aden, 
set out with a caravan for the wilds. In the 
party were more than eighty armed Somalis 
and 150 camels. 

“In the Borain country luck favored the 
young fellows and almost in the tracks of 
Dr. Donaldson Smith they found and mapped 
the salt lake crater, Sodigo Vo, lying a mile 
and a half wide and more than 1,300 feet 
deep. Smith had miseed the volcanic won- 
@er wholly. 

Still on the way to the west shore of Lake 
Rudolph they marked an immense coal de- 


posit, the limits of which are almost beyond , 


‘comprehension and whieh had hitherto been 
unknown. Here their escort mutinied. Four 
times the mutineers were subjected to dis- 
cipline before the caravan could proceed 
with any certainty. The native leader was 
@ wily rascal, and having a following of 
nearly every native he at one time took sev- 
enty men outside the encampment grounds 
and threatened to kill the two white men. 
“The natives were browght under control, 
however, and after many hardships Lake 
Rudolph was reached. Close beside it an- 
other lake was discovered and mapped under 
the name of Sugoda lake. Another volcanic 


grater, too, was found. 


' Shot Thirty-pine Kinds of Animals. 


As a hunter for the love of hunting ’as well 
as for the love of collecting, Cavendish on this 
expedition shot thirty-nine different speci- 
mens of animals to be classed as big game— 
one of these specimens being a hitherto un- 
known species of antelope. 

Returning to London, the British govern- 
ment was favorably impressed with the work 
of the young man, and prepared to equip him 
on another expedition of much greater mag- 
nitude and possibilities. He was to map out 
the head waters of the Sobat river and ex- 
plore all the other rivers emptying into the 
Nile from the east. 

But here came in wunfavoring fortune. 
Through the English press the attention of 
the French government was called to the ex- 
pedition. The proposed 400 armed Somalis 
and Zulus, with ten experienced command- 
ers, two artilerymen, and two doctors, sug- 
gested to the French something beyond the 
necessities of a mere party of exploration. 
Maj. Marchand was making for the same 
point at the same time in behalf of the 
French people, and the Cavendish party was 
@Galied off, much to the disappointment of 
the man who was destined to attain a still 
sharper notoriety before the British public. 

If explorations had cut into his patrimony, 
what could be said of Cavendish’s theatrical 
ventures and tastes?

Under this guise the plaintiff in the case 
was introduced to the Strutt claims to spir- 
itualistic powers, to table rappings, to slate 
writings, and to the convincing demonstra- 
tions of the planchette.

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TO BRAIN WORK. 


Man Engaged in a Prélessioe 
Grows Gray Sooner than 
Other Workers. 


4 

VERYTHING physical being equal, it 
is established that the man who is 
engaged in professional work will 
grow gray sooner than will the man 
who. ns his bread by the literal 
sweat of his brow. Thus by implication the 
man who has more and harder brain work 
than another—more worries, more troubles, 
more difficult thoughts, less vitality in pro- 
portion—this is the individual and the profes- 

sion that soonest are marked by gray hairs. 
“But who shall decide which is which?” 
asks Dr. I. N. Danforth, who has madea study 
of beth bald and gray heads. ‘ The doctor 
and the lawyer and the minister and the 
business man and the whole category of men 
are willing to go on record as being the vic- 

tims of the hardest possible occupations. 

“ Thus far, however, one may be certain: 
In the professions generally there are three 
groups which may be taken up as suggestive 
of the manner in which heads grow white. 
First of these are the representatives who 
are on the outskirts of even moderate suc- 
cess in life. They have the burden of living 
more than. the burden of ambitions. They 
have to work harder toward making the ends 
of things meet than they work toward at- 
tainment of their skill as professional men. 
These are of the class which get gray early 
even if there be no disposition on the part of 
their ancestry to become gray early in life. 
Just to the extent that theyre susceptible 
to the worries and pinchings of life, to that 
— they become gray and prematurely 


Live for Ease and Comfort. 


“ Another class are the happy men. They 
are capable, of bounded ambitions, ané are 
content with the successes that come to men 
who bore with small augers and learn well 
-the philosophy of living for ease and comfort. 
They have horizons that are wide enough, 
they have learned to avoid cares, and be- 
tween working well and not worrying they 
never grow gray; you will see them long 
after the allotted span of life scarcely with 
any gray hairs and with small trace of bald- 


ness. 

“ That third type of professional men be- 
longs to the top of the professional ladder 
the world over. 
surging ideas; there is no rest for the gray 
| matter within their skulls; before blood nu« 

trition can get to the hair it is cut off and 
subverted to the use of the brain unfil the 
logical result of years of this is either gray 
hair or no hair at all.: There is a disposition 
to baldness instead of to grayness, but in 
many ways the two conditions are brought 
about by the same causes. 

“In general- the man who thinks will be 
gray before the man who works without 
thinking. To the extent that the thinker 
fails to take’ exercise, is sedentary in his 
work and habits, and allows his system to 
come prematurely gray. 

“As a factor in grayness, however, hered- 
ity has more to do with it than anything 
else. In my own family everybody had been 
in the habit of getting either gray or bald 
 o and as a result I am a good deal of 


When Man Becomes Gray. 


Logieally and naturally’ gray hairs may 
be expected to appear on the temples at 35 
to 40 years old Brown-Sequard is an au- 
thority for the statement that the first of 
these gray hairs turn white ina night. His 
observation is based upon the white threads 
that appeared in his own beard. Looking 
in the mirror one morning, he discovered a 
single white hair that was not there the 
night before. He not only pulled it out but 
before going to bed again he made a careful 
search for other white hairs. Satisfied that 
none was left, he went to sléep again, only 
to find that while he slept two other hairs 
had turned white in the same area where he 
had marked the first. 

In this way Dr. Brown-Sequard became to 
an extent sponsor for the story of the man 
whose hair turns white in a night, caused 
from fright. This is the story which derma- 
tologists in all time have shied at, but which 
at the same time has been on a much stronger 
footing than anything in the line of ghosts, 
sea serpents, or mermaids. At the present 
time, perhaps, nothing in medical history is 
more tangible on this subject than the report 
of an experience of Dr. Parry of Dublin, re- 
ported in the Medical Press a number of 
years ago. The doctor says: 

“On Feb. 19, 1859, the command of Gen. 
Franks, operating in the southern part of 
the kingdom of Oude, had an engagement 
near the village of Chamba, meeting a body 
of rebels. Several of the enemy were taken 
prisoners, among them a sepoy of the Bengal 
army aged about 54 years, who was led back 
before the authorities to be questioned. I 
then had occasion to observe in the man, at 
the moment when they took place, the events 
that I propose to relate. 

“The prisoner seemed to be for the first 
time conscious of his danger when, deprived 
of his uniform and completely nude, he saw 
himself surrounded by soldiers. He began 
to tremble violently, terror and despair were 
depicted upon his face, and, though he re- 
sponded to the questions that weré addressed 
to him, he seemed actually in a stupor from 
fright. Then, under our very eyes and in the 
space of scarcely haif an hour, his hair, 
which we had seen to be a brilliant black; 
turned gray uniformly over his whole head. 
A strgeanmt who had made t@ capture of the 
»prisoner, cried out, ‘He is turning gray!’ 
and so called our attention toa singular phe- 
nomenon which we as well as many others 
were then able to follow in all its phases. 

*“‘ The discoloration of the hair took place 
gradually, but it became complete and gen- 
eral in the short space of time mentioned.” 


Turned White from Terror. 


There have been stories of the hair turning 
white from terror, told for generations, but 
this case cited by Parry is regarded as one 
of the most circumstantial of the kind. That 
hair has turned white from paralysis is recog- 
nized; that deep mental trouble may precipi- 
tate it is certain; and in the study of these 
hairs under a microscope the physical reason 
has not been hard to find. In every case the 
bulb at the root of the hair has been en- 
gorged with blood and pigment, indicating 
that the hair has been drained, and in the 
whitened portions not only is the coloring 
matter absent but minute air cells have 
taken its place. 

Two stories of hair turned white in a 
night have been credited to the old Boston 
Medical and Surgical Journal of 1851. Each 
of these stories is vouched for by compe- 
tent authority. One was of a miner in Call- 
fornia, who, being sick one morning, was left 
alone in camp while his comrades went away 
washing gold. They came back in the early 
evening to find that a grizzly bear had been 
standing over the sick man for hours and 
that before the creature left the hair of the 
victim had turned white. He had not been 
touched by the animal, however. 

The other case cited was that of a young 
miner who staked $1,100 worth of gold dust 
upon the turn of a single card. All day the 
young man had been full of excitement, and 
in the gambling game with which he closed 
the evening he was nervous almost beyond 
control of himself. In the final turn of the 
card, he won; but the next morning he was 
surprised to see that his hair had turned from 
black to white. 

With most men who are gray ft is worthy of 
not that in cutting the hair the grayness is 
diminished, showing that the hairs toward 
the ends are whiter than they are next to 
the scalp. Sometimes it has chanced that 
a person who for some reason has become 
prematurely gray, may get back the color 
of his hair and beard. Where sickness has 
been responsible, a restoration to health not 
infrequently restores the missing pigment ta 
the hatr follicles.

O many American whalers are going 
to seek the big “fish” in the Baffin 


bay waters this season that the Cana- — 


dian government has decided to char- 
ter a sealing steamer to cruise there 


) to prevent the Yankee from “ violating Ca- 


nedian custom laws.’ It looks as if the 
prostrated American Industry were about 
to awaken to something akin to vigor. 

Years of more or less desultory whaling 
have given the sea giants a chance to re- 
cuperate, and that they were not guilty of 


race suicide during their time of rest is . 
“few feet away from him, being prevented 


proved by the fact that whales are plentiful 
in all the seas again. ne 
For ,a. rich American, eager to try real 
sport, there isa great chance now. Whaling. 
one of the oldest forms of big game hunting 
known, is the one field which has not been 
fittingly exploited by the amateuf sports- 
man. In a time when lion and tiger shooting 
are mere routine sporting affairs to hundreds 
of wealthy men, the whale should appeal wi 
great force. 


Nantucket Sleighride. 


To the man who has exhausted even the de- 
light of the sixty mile an hour automobile 
there is an unlimited fiéld. The chances are 
that if he once gets an opportunity to taste 
the and terrifie pieasure of a Nan- 
tucket sleighride,’’ he will view his auto ma- 
chine as a tame thing ever afterward. 

The Nantucket sleighride is so common 
an experience with whalers that they are 
prone to speak of it in disappointingly mat- 
ter of fact language. But‘for all that there 
ien’t an old whaler of them all whose nostrils 
will not dilate with zest when he thinks upon 
it. And the landsman who ever has had the 
rare fortune to experience one is not likely 
to find anything else in all the rest of his life 
that will not seem tame compared with it. 

Few landsmen ever have the opportunity. 
When a whaleboat lowers to fight a sixty 
foot whale the business is too important to 
incumber the craft with unskilled passen- 
gers. And not many landsmen would really 
care to go into the whaleboat even if they 
sould when they bégheld, wallowing in the 
ger, the huge thing that is to be attacked. 


Wild Run. on the Sea. 


The ride begins after the whale has been 
harpooned and when the boatheader con- 
siders it time to draw up alongside and begin 
jancing. The first thing that is done is to 
haul in upon the harpoon line until the boat 
is brought as Close to the running whale as is 
consistent with the extremely delicate mar- 
gin that thé whaler allows for safety. 

Safety ’’’ to the whaler really means to re- 
main just about an inch or two beyond the 
reach of the vast flukes with which the big 
beast is beating the sea. . 

Having hauled as far up on the whale as 

ssible, the boatheader reaches over the 

ws and lifts the line out of the chocks. 
Swiftly he brings ft around outside of the

boat and passes it to the bow oarsman, who 
has faced around on his thwart so that he 
looks forward. 

He at once lays back on the line and holds 
fast with allhis might. And immediately the 
boat, dragged like a railroad car by that 
mighty living locomotive, begins to run par- 
allel with the side of the whale and just a 


from running right on top of him by the 
oblique strain of the line. 


Waiting for Deadly Thrust. 


' Now, if the harpoon is well forward in the 
whale, the boat hangs in a precarious but 
sufficient arc of safety, for the swinging 
tail hammers the ocean behind it and the 
wildly sweeping jaw uvavailingly searches 
the sea in front. 

The boatheader braces himself in the 
bows until he is based firmly as the stem- 
post, and begins to poise his long, green, razor 
‘edged killing lance, waiting for his opportu- 
nity to thrust it into the whale’s “ life.’’ 


_Sometimes the opportunity comes within a 


minute after hauling up on the big “ fish.’’ 
Sometimes it does not come until the boat 
has been towed for many miles. It does not 
require much time to tow a mile when a 
sixty foot whale is doing the towing. 

As long as the whale runs in a fairly 
straight course the boat will hang to him 
like a terrier. He may champ, and bite, and 
hammer the ocean into acres of froth with 
head, and flukes, and taii and never shake it 
off. His only chance for retaliation is to run 
Geep or to “mill.” ‘“ Milling is the act of 
turning suddenly, and so bringing the boat 
within reach of flukes or jaws. 

The position of the bow oarsman is not joy 
in a Nantucket sleighride. The chauffeur 
in a racing automobile is in a paradise of 
ease and relaxation compared with him. 

He must keep the boat in position by his 
unaided strength. From thé time he gets 
the line until the ride is ended he drives 
into a smothering sheet of fiying spray. 
Wren the sea is high every billow is hit 
by the boat with a smash that wrenches 
hie arms. The strain on the wet line cuts 
and burns his hands. And if he lets a foot 
of it slip he is disgraced. Once he is in ‘t 
he is in it for good, with no chance of help 
or relief till the wild adventure Is done. 


Harpooning the Whale. 


Often the boat is hauled go close on a har- 
pooned whale that the harpooner leans over 
and steadies himself by resting one hand on 
the butt of the harpoon that is sticking in 
the great sea mammal, while with the other 
he drives the killing lance. Again and again 
the long weapon is buried deep in the black

sides, until suddenly thick, black-red: clots 
of blood well from the wound, sho that 
the “‘ life has been reached, 

Then it ie “black,” sometimes for dear 
life. A whale may take hie death go quietly, 
80 passively, that it is pitiable to see so 
mighty a swimmer killed thus easily by man. 
Or he may fight till the boat seems only a 
black atom in the sudden uproar that smites 
the ocean and sends tons of water rising till 
they seem high enough to wash the sky. 

The danger from a fighting whele is not 
only in the whale himself. The boat le a 
perfect man trap of keen, deadly tools, 
Lances and harpoons, cutting spades, hatch- 
ets, knives, and boat hooks, all sharpened to 
the finest edge the ship's grindstone cam give 
them, fill the boat. If the whale gets at & 
and hurls it into the air the men find them- 
selves in murderous company when the 


_ weapons come raining down on them. 


Most Exciting of Sports. . 
The harpoon Mne goes hissing out—a ser- 
pent of rope far more dangerous than any 


cobra, for let it but kink in the least and - 


catch a man and he will fly overboard with 
it an@ out of sight as if he were a mere 
splinter of wood. 

So there are enough sporting chances in 
the whale to excite and content the most ex- 
acting of sportsmen. And the size of the 
trophy if he “bags”? a whale certainly 
leaves nothing to be desired, _ 

Capt. Davis, one of the most famous of the 
old time American whalers, gives these as 
the dimensions of a right whale yielding 250 
barrels of oil. 

“ The;blubber of such a whale,” he says, 
“is half a yard thick, and if put together in 


' a strip would be sixty-six feet long and twen- 


ty-seven feet wide. The upper jaw would 
make a room nine feet high and twenty feet 
long. The lips and threat of the brute, with 
the supporting jaw bones, will weigh as 
much as twenty-five oxen of 1,000 pounds 
each. The tongue will often weigh as much 
as ten oxen. 


Swallows Fifty Barrels at Gulp. 


“The spread of the lips is thirty feet. He 
can take in fifty barrels of water at each 
mouthful. When feedin&, a whale as big as 
that sifts a track of sea a quarter of a mile 
long and fifteerm feet wide in one run. Then he 
raises his head, forces his mighty tongue 
into the cavity of his whalebone sieve, and 
drives the water out with immense force. 

“The tail of a right whale is 2 feet broad 
and 6 feet deep, and the point of junction with 
the body is about 4 feet in diameter. In it 
lie tendons as big around as a man’s leg. 

‘The greatest blood vessels are more than 
a foot in diameter. The blood that is forced 
through them by a heart as big as a hogs- 
head runs in torrents heated to 104°. 

“ The respiratory canal is more than a foot 
in diameter. The rush of air through it. is 
as noisy as the exhaust pipe of a thousand’ 
horse power steam engine; and when the fatal 
wound is given a cataract of clotted blood is 
spattered over the hunters so hot and 
nauseating that the crew of a whaleboat 
often becomes helplessly sick.”

Polenz’s Admiration Not Unlimited.— 
Bomebody has called America “ the land of 
unlimited possibilities””’ In my opinion there 
ls a limit to all things, even to admiration 
for the United States; but, inasmuch as Ger- 
many and America may fight some day, it 
would be as foolish to underrate the enem 
us to give him credit for more than he can do. 

War Necessary.—The more I saw of 
America the less I sympathize with our Ger- 
man jingoes, but I de hope that the United 
States may some day be forced to fight for 
ber life. The victory over decrepit old Spain 
was far too easily won. The national heroes 
that unpleasantness set up on the public 
pedestal never went through the fire bap- 
tism of real danger and real misery. As a 
consequence jingoism and empty bragging 
are more alive than ever. 


Where the American Characteristics 
Came From.—The foremost American char- 
acteristics originally came from the oak 
forests of Germany, the bogiands of Hol- 
stein, the villages and hamlets of England 
and Ireland; from the lonely Scotch moun- 
tains. But 400 years of persistent warfare 
with nature and elements wonderfully de- 
veloped, enlarged, an@ influenced them, The 
village is: the nursery of the race every- 
where. The Americans, too, used to be a 
ple of farmers and planters before they 
anched out to be merchants, ind 
and world financiers. 


Over Canada, Mexico, and 
Islands.—Uniless I am absolutely mistaken 


about the temper, the ambitions, and the po- 
Mtical destiny of the Americans, their ad- 
mirable talent for assimilation and for at- 
tracting other peoples and countries will re- 


" guilt in the annexation of Canada, Mexico, 


and all the neighboring island world. Al- 
ready they have achieved commercial and 
industrial supremacy in Mexico. It seems 
to be the mission of the United States to 
sreate an empire radically different from 


any Europe ever produced. 


’ Bducation.—The excellent and even edu- 
‘pation offered by the public schools to all 
woakes true Americans of boys and girls 
alike. They learn hardly any history aside 
from that of their own country, and asa gen- 
gral thing an American boy or girl does not 
care to know the classic ages and the middle 


ages. 


Men—Smart Men—In Germany the army 
officer represents the highest type of man- 
hood, England has her “‘ gentleman,” Amer- 
ica—her captains of industry and smart 
men, if the expression be permissible. The 
smart man is a‘near relative of the gentle~- 
man, only that he jis descended from the 
aristocracy of business instead of birth. 

Germans are apt to picture the American 
as a cold, calculating business per- 


gon, a brutal egotist, bereft of all. 
finer sensibilities, trained only to chase. 


after the dollar. As a matter of fact, 
the Ambtrican peopte is capable of a degree 
of enthusiasm and hopefulness that Ger- 
mans might do well to aspire to, while, gen- 
erally speaking, the sense of justice and pro- 
priety is more highly developed in the Amer- 
ican masses than with us in Germany. In 
American playhouses I have often seen vast 
gudiences acclaim virtue and raise an out- 
cry against persoms and -apenes depicting 
vulgar, mean, and bad characters or situa- 
tions. 


Men and Women.—The American's idea 
about women are peculiarly his own. To 
him woman is neither-an angel nor a do- 
mestic animal. His Anglo-Saxon self-con- 
sciousness prevents his falling victim to 
feminism. His love is superior to that of 


the old time “‘minnesinger’’ or hysteric 


Frenchman. His wife is supreme ruler of an 
empire.most appropriate for her talents and 
inclinations—the house, the bringing up of 
children, ethics, anii beauty. He thinks it 
man’s first and supreme duty to protect 
woman because she is physically weaker 

‘than himself, but in all other respects he ac- 
cords her the fullest equality. 


American ~The American tem- 


rament is best portrayed by the national 
 cecgeee the pepper and salt of the country’s 


great newspapers. A budding politician 
without humor might as well giveup. Hu- 
mor is the magnetism that enlivens banquets 
—_ the lecture platform, and even the pul- 
pit. 

American Patriotism.—In Germany pa- 
triotism is the distinction of the few, in 
America it is general, self-evident. Un- 
patriotic parties, such as we have in Ger- 
many, would be impossible across the water. 
American patriotism is all comprehensive; 
the American loves his laws, his institutions, 
even the faults of government—forms and 
parties. ‘ If it’s American, it’s good,” is his 
motto. The American is a patriot waking 
and asleep, at his meals, whether he drinks 
water only or indulges in stimulants. The 
first cry of the newly born is a triumphant. 
hymn for America, 

Charity.—The American becomes senti- 
mental in the face of sickness, where the 
weak or unprotected are concerned. No- 
where in the world are asylums, homes for 
children, the blind, the deaf and dumb, the 
aged, etc., so well provided and so easily ac- 
cessible as in the United States. Nowhere 
is charity so generous, so free, and so all 
comprehensive. America’s poor need’ not 
humble themselves, or profess virtues they 
do not have, in order to gain aid. Therea 
man need not profess religion if he wants to 
go to a hospital; to what denomination he 
belongs has nothing to do with his momen- 
tary wants; and whether or not he is achurch 
member in any sense, manner, or form is no- 
body’s business. In a good many cases char- 
itable institutions are supported by churches 
of different creeds. 


Justice—The American easily forgives 


and forgets; the after history of every war 


the United States ever engaged in proves that 
abundantly. To my mind, the ways of the 
American courts are far from ideal, but I 


make haste to add that their mode of inflict- « 


ing punishment is most humane. America 
imposes fine and imprisonment upon crim- 
inals, not to avenge the wrong done, - but 
merely with a view to protect society, while 
full of compassion for the erring brother. 
As to the enforcement of laws in general, the 
gréat majority of them are on paper only. 
Petty thieves are punished, the big robbers 
escape. The lumber trust, for instance, is 


allowed to rob the nation of one of its most - 


precious possessions, the forests, but no 
judge’s arm is long enough to reach the great 
capitalists that sow the ill wind for millions 
and again millions of men and women to 
come. 

Meney in the United States.—The hand 
that heaped up milliards by most egotistical 
often unlawful! exploitation of commer- 
cial conditions is equally ready to endow uni- 
versities, asylums, libraries, and similar in- 
stitutions for the public good. The American 
dollar is not always clean, but niggardiiness, 
at least, cannot be laid at its door. The

Most 
of the great American cities are nothing short 
of prototypes of slovenliness and filthy hab- 
its. They have splendid hospitals, the med- 
ical profession is of the highest character in 
the United States, yet the mortality is far 
above What it should be. 


Well Bred Men.—American ou 
are singularly well bred for the eveen et 
son that they are brought up with the girls 
and, under the Influence of women of re- 
finement, education, and energy, German 
young men ill compare with their American 
brethren. How could they, seeing that they 
receive their social education at the beer 
table? 

The American Army—Discipline in army 
and navy is notoriously lax, yet the critics 
of these organizations should not forget that 
they have been victorious in every war they 
ever engagedin. During the war of secession 
mistakes succeedéd mistakes, many battles. 
were lost, generals deprived of their rank in 
the midst of action, yet the imperious north 
triumphed over the sanguine south. in the 


end... And-when the Americans have war 


commerce and industry goes on az if nothing 
were happening—nay, more, it increases in 
volume. The building of the great Pacific 
railroad continued while war raged all 
ground. Do you want a better proof of ad 
mirable energy and resourcefulness? 


Colleges.—A merica’s scientists are as aili- 
gent, pushing, and successful as her mer- 
chants, while her schools and universities: 
are in no way behind ours. The vast ma- 
jority of college boye and girls are ideal 
students and much superior to the European 
article. They have more earnestness, more 
ambition, and quicker perception.

Pedestrians’ Lives Imperiled. 

Last Sunday I chaneed to be 
out walking and in a stretch of street where I was familiar 
with distances I saw a man dyiving a machine tao fast. 1 
took out my watch and found that he was making thirty 
miles an hour—a speed equal to that of the ordinary passen- 
ger train—and in a street where any one of fifty possible ac- 
cidents might have happened. Suppose at this speed a tire 
should have burst! If it were a front tire it would mean the 
lessening of the diameter of the wheel by eight inches. The 
effect of this would have been to swerve the machine into 
the curbstones beyond all hope of control and the driver 
might have been pitched over a fence with a broken neck.

OUR years of adventure have brought 
three British army medals for distin- 
guished service to a Chicago boy, who 
left his home as a soldier of fortune, 
After setvice under two. flags, he came 

back to his home last week, and at the 

Union station was met by the mother who 

has been wondering during these four years 
whether ghe ever was to see the adventurous 
son again. 

Paul Everingha 
ingham of thei board of trade, 14 Astor street, 
brought back with him the Boer war medal, 
the king’s medal, and a recommendation for 
the distinguished service order, which prob- 

‘ably will be given him soon. 

As a scout in the British army in south 
Africa he won ‘these distinctions. Had his 
father given his consent his service would 
. Rave been with the American army in the 

’ Philippines, but, lacking this, he could not 

enlist. South Afrita offered opportunities 

which were denied in the far eastern islands, 
and he had to wear the British uniform to 

Fecure the adventure for which he was seeck- 


Saved British Regiments. 


His medals came to him as the result of 
daring deeds well accomplished, adventur- 
ous acts, which saved regiments of the Brft- 
ish army on several occasions, and whith 
led him into peril promising almost certain 
death. 

When he left home he was a boy of 17 years. 

As a schoolboy he interrupted his studies 
for a trip to Omaha, where he became a 
“barker” for’ a show at the exposition. 
after which he resumed his education at the 
Ogden school. He subsequently was a naval 
apprentice for six months, when his father 
secured his release. The “longing to 
go on pligrimages ”" was in his bieod, though 
by the time he reached St. Louis he had ju 
$2 in his pocket. 
deck passage to Memphis, so for his board he 
sawed wood for the cook. At Memphis a 
“position as checker held him down for a 
time, but he joined a minstrel troupe and sold 
ickets on its tour to Florida and back. In 

ew Orleans he opened oysters and contrib- 
uted to the success of a theater company by 
being’ one of a» mob that shouted, “ Save the 
king!” Then, with twenty other Americans, 
he was employed to take charge of the cav- 
alry horses the British government was buy- 
Ing‘ for south Knowing nothing of 
the Boer war they meant to go diamond 
mining at Kimberley. but instead enlisted 
in the Kimberley Light Horse at Cape Town. 
It set out to relieve a British colonel, who, 
with fifty men, was besieged by the Boers. 


Into Hospital at Mafeking. 

The Light Horse left Mafeking and rode 
two whole days with little to eat except what 
they demanded of the Boer farmhouses ‘in 
the queen's name,” and when they came to 
@n orange orchard. ‘“‘ Maybe we didn't eat.”’ 
Says he. They rode all night to the Eland 
river, where they encountered the Boers. 
“Gen. Carrington sung out ‘Charge!’ And 
we charged. I shall never forget that day. 
Out of the 300 enly 55 were left alive. 
The Boers chased us all the way back to 
Mafeking, where I went into the hospital.” 

On his recovery he was mustered into the 
Denison Scouts. To be a scout one must bea 
good shot, a good rider, courageous, and 
never flinch from orders whatever they may 
be. On .the other hand, they outrank all 
other private soldiers, get double pay, and 
are officered by a captain only, who is one 
of them. These fifty w@re soon reduced to 
nineteen and were mustered out. He en-. 
listed in the Peninsular Horse—colonials— 
_ mainly, who marched to the relief of Mafe- 

king. His time expiring, he joined the Scot- 
tish Horse at Cape Town. It consisted 
chiefly of Americans from Texas and the 
west. Although the English soldiers were 
absolutely dependent upon them to find out 
the enemy, they were jealous of the Ameri- 
cans and said ugly things about them. But 
this didn’t hurt their feelings. Always sev- 
eral miles in advance of the main body, they 
were liable to be picked off by the wide- 
awake, keen eyed Boer. The Englishman 
as a scout was geod for nothing, while the 
British trooper would ride straight into the. 
enemy and never hear or see him until-_he 
had emptied half the saddles. The Imperial 
yeomanry picked up in Great Britain the lat- 
ow part of the war were absolutely worth- 

s. | 
“We got so we wouldn't let them come 
Within a mile of us,” says Everingham. 
"They'd be shooting off a gun, or making a 
Noise, and letting the enemy know just 
where they were. They are good for noth- 
ing. Yet,. when they got back to England, 
you'd have thought, from the applause and 
the receptions they: got that no one else had 
seen any fighting.”’ 
Two Years as a Scout. 

. As a scout for two years the young trooper 
learned south Africa by heart, his kopjes 
pronounced -like copy), his veld, the 
streams, and all other landmarks. As dis- 
patch bearer he made long and perilous jour- 
neys, sometimes alone. Once 2,000 British 
soldiers were surrounded by 4,000 Boers in 
two camps. Three scouts were chosen, one 
of them Everingham, to inform Col. Will- 
jams at Rustenberg forty miles away. They 
Were allowed to pick their horses from the 
whole troop, but could carry nothing but a 


, son of Sumner Ever- . 


This secured him only a 


piecé of hard tack—no water, no food for the 
horse, no coat, only in a cold winter night. 
By guiding their horses by movements of 
their body they ¢ould keep their hands from 
freezing by putting them in their pockets. 
The Basuto pony, veld born and bred, 
strong, tough, surefooted, fleet, long winded, * 
plucky, was the favorite. 

At 9 o’clock in the evening the three scouts 
each with a copy of the same dispatch, left 
different sections of the camp. Twoof them 
the Boers drove back. Everingham, waiting 
until the sentinels between the Boer camps 
met and turned back, spurred between them. 
They heard him and he soon heard the 
* ping ’’ of their bullets. In a short time the 
camps were astir and several Boer troopers, 
in pursuit. He let them slowly gain on him, 
when his intelligent pony, knowing the dan- 
ger, would soon widen the distance between 
them. This scheme farced them to give up 
the pursuit about midnight and he delivered 
his message. In twenty minutes 5,000 men 
were on the march, he with a fresh horse 
accompanying them as guide. 


Dangerous Ride of 100 Miles. 

One night he alone was ordered to carry 
a dispatch from Camp Roodenpoort to Rus- 
tenberg, 100 miles away: On the way the 
Boers, discovering him flying through Olli-. 
phant’s Nek, opened a cross fire. His pony 
took a tremendous pace, he bent forward on 
a level with’ his horse, and so escaped. He 
never left the saddle during the seven hours’ 
riding at full gallop. As he reached the Eng- 
lish pickets he could hardly murmur “ Dis- 
patch!” in answer to their challenges. They 
passed him on to headquarters without halt- 
ing him. When the sergeant came forward 
he handed it to him and tumbled to the 
ground. When he recovered he found him- 
self in the officers’ headquarters, whither 
he had been taken and revived with brandy. 
His pony had dropped dead the moment it 
had stopped. Horses frequently fell dead 
on these terrible rides. 

Another famous ride was that of four 
scouts, 700 miles from Hartebeestefontein 
to Mafeking and back. They were chased 
back and forth for two weeks, but accom- 
plished their mission and returned in about 
a month. 

One day he and a comrade arriving at a 
farm house dismoented and were approach- 
ing the house to secure food. Just as they 
were entering they heard a voice from be~ 
hind saying. ‘Hands up!’ Three Boers 
were pointing their rifles. Dropping behind 
a little wall, they opened fire, shot one Boer 
through the head and two more off their 
horses. “ It was just like a duel,”’ he says; 
“we were only about thirty yards from 
them.” 

“We once volunteered to take some dis- 
patches to Kitchener’s camp. We were soon 
soaked with the rain. We did not know 
where the camp was and got within ,forty 
rods of it when the outpost, mistaking us for 
Boers, opened their Maxim gun on us. It 
was a miracle that we were not all killed. 
But not a man was hit, only two horses.” 


Held Up by the Boers. 


Getting careless one day, he found him- 
self surrounded by a dozen Boers. They 
made him dismount, stripped him, robbed 
him of watch, money, revolver, and pony. 
After two hours they turned him loosé, to 
find his way back to the main body. What 
in time of peace would be punished as high- 
way robbery and burglary was common on 
both sides. Every man was liable to be 


held up and any house looted. One British 


‘goldier took $5,000 in gold from a Boer, who 


himself had taken it from an Englishman. 
Some men returned home with $50,000 to 
$80,000 richer from plunder. 

The Royvaal!l fight was one of the most ex- 
citing and dangerous engagements in which 
he took part. They saw coming toward 
them a lot of men in “ kaki,’ whom they 
took for British troopers retiring from the 
Boers. “All at. once. came a terrific rifle 
fire. My next man dropped, as I supposed 
to get out of the fire. Bending over him, I 
said, ‘Come on, Bill, they’re our own men.’ 
He did not answer, and I knew that he was 
shot. My chum, a corporal, threw up his 
hands, saying, ‘I've got it!’ As he fell he 
was shot again. He was game, picked him- 


. self up, tied a handkerchief over his mouth 


where he had been hit, and joined us fn our 
fight. For by this time we had found out 
our mistake. On they came. They were with- 
in sixty yards of us. and yelling as they came, 
Our captain gave up all hope of our ever 
coming out alive. So he velled out: ‘The 
scouts have never retreated yet, and It is 
too —— late in the day to start now. Fight 
ti the last and make every shot tell:” 
Nothing short of a miracle could have saved 
us. But the miracle happened. We looked 
around to find what the noise was, and we 
saw Lieut. Lewis of the Maxim section gal- 
loping towards us. Dismounting, he got the 
gun into position and. dropping down on 
one knee, sighted it and put In a belt of 
ammunition and pressed the button. It 
seemed to rain bullets. Where'a couple of 
minutes before you could only see a long, 
unbroken line of Boers charging us, all you 
could now see was about a dozen horses 
limping round. It was a grand display of 
courage and grit on his part. and he has 
been recommended for the Victoria cross, 
When we saw the line waver we knew we 
were saved. We drove them twenty miles, 
until our horses gave out. 


In the Face of a Pompom. 


“Four of us saw what we thought was a 
cart on top of a kopje, and thinking it might 
contain something to eat we startéd for it. 
Suddenly we noticed some Boers pumping 
away at it, and discovered too late thatit was 
a pompom gun, which fires a belt of 150 
explosive cartridges every second. It’s one of 
the deadliest of guns. The arm had got 
jammed and the Boers couldn't work it. We 


drove ‘em away, but when we got at the top 


we found a large force below ready to return 
and capture the gun. Luckily we t it in 
working order enough to fire two three 
belts at them and made ’em give up the 
idea of retaking it. We were mentioned in 
the dispatches and I expect I shall get in 
a few days the order of D. 8. O.—Distin- 
guished Service Order. But if we'd known it 
was a pompom at first, instead of going to- 
ward it we'd got as far away from it as we 
possibly could. For it means business.”’ 

After the war closed Everingham served on 
a cattle ranch, read proof ina Johannesburg 
newspaper office, went as traveling salesman 
for a Johannesburg business house, and en- 
gaged in the Kaffir trade, which consists in 
selling the natives a looking glass or a glass 
necklace worth 50 cents in exchange for gold 
or ivory a hundred times ite value. At Jo- 
hannesburg he met and got well acquainted 
with John Kirkland, son of the late Joseph 
Kirkland, who is engaged in the electric 
supply business of that city. 

He returned to Chicago by way of London.

Then the bosses have 
the habit of deducting certain amounts for 
faulty weaving, etc., and these deductions 
sometimes eat up all the profit.” 

How Weavers Are Treated. 

While driving towards -Aigen I met on the 
road a weaver from Heuraffie, stumbling un- 
der the burden of the cloth he carried. I 
took him into the trap and accompanied him 
to his boss, Manufacturer Stoll, who is also 
burgomaster. 

There in the manufacturer’s office I over- 
heard the following conversation between 


master and man. 
Stoll (after measuring the goods and scru- 


‘tinizing them through.a magnifying glass): 


“TLorens, you seem bound on ruining me. 
Two florins 50 in one week ($1.15)! You want 
to live on the fat of the land, do you? Eat 
meat twice“ week, or oftener still? I tell 
you you work too fast. This cloth has sev- 
eral flaws. I shall have to fine you 20 kreutz- 
ers (5 cents) a piece.” 

The manufacturer did not deign to exhibit 
the alleged flaws. We simply deducted 15 
cents from the poor devil’s wage, leaving him 
$1 fer the work of himself, wife, and six 
children during a whole week, at the rate of 
eighteen hours per day. 

Lotenz protested: “Herr Stoll must be 
pleased to be mistaken.”’ Besides, he could 
not stand the deduction. The 15 cents was 
needed for direst necessities. His little ones 
were nearly dead with hunger. 

“ Pshaw,” cried the burgomaster and man- 
ufacturer. “If you got no bread, let them 
eat grass and moss. That's good enough for 
weavers.””' 

: Accustomed to Starvation. 

Being used’to starvation they mind it only 
in its extremity. I asked the landrath. 
(county governor) whether in Misery Corner

We. ifter no violations of the to 
speak of,” said the official offhand, “I don’t 
remember a single case of poaching or fores: 


The landrath’s clerk brought the books. 
“Ah, yes, there was the case of a weaver 
who concealed two quarts of oats on his per- 
s0n after socking a whole month for nothing. 
He was thrown into prison, where he waxed 
fat and happy—never had eaten so much and 
80 regularly in his life. And when the judge 
set him free he promised to comie back. 
‘ After learning in. prison how good it feels 
to have a belly full,’ he said, ‘I will do my 
best to get back and teach’ the wife and chil- 
dren to do likewise.’” . 


Five Cents for Week’s Work. 


*“ And here,”’ said the landrath, “‘ we have 
a quasi-criminal case, suicide. Hans Knapp 
of Mureau received only half his dues from 
the manufacturer on account of flaws his 
semi-blind wife had worked in the weaving. 
He had reckoned on 40 kreutzers (11 cents) 
for a weeks work, but gotonly 20. However, 
*to help him out,’ as he said, the employer 
gave him more work, loading him for the 
homeward trip with a big bundle of yarn. 
But as Hans was climbing the mountain side 
and thought of the disappointed faces of his 
starving wife and children, his courage gave 
out. §8q, after carefully depositing the 
thread at the foot of a tree, he climbed up and 
hanged himself. For this his bones were 
throwa into unconsecrated ground.” 

So mich for the criminal] statistics of a 
istrict that, In any other country, would 
reek with crime. As I drove through the 
laughing landscape, peopled with miserable 
skeletona, hares, rabbits, and roe in plenty 
crossed my path: there were flocks of 
pheasants and woodeock, yet the landrath 
had particularly assured me that the baron 
never complained of infringement of the 
game laws. Among these starving people 
his bordship’s game was as secure as in olden 
Gays when it was death to touch a feather. 


“ Seven grown persons and eleven children | 


froze to death in Bohmerwald last winter,” 
said another report of the landrath’s. Yet 
the baron’s woodpiles are as safe in the 
largely unprotected forest ae if stored in his 
walled courtyard. On my drives lsaw thou- 
sande of cords rotting and wasting away, 
and within gunshet ley the homes where 
people had frozen to death for the want of a 
few sticks a month or so before.

recent number _of Vogue, a leading fashion 
magazine, which gave a full page editorial 
of fine and appreciative eulogy to Miss Susan 
B. Anthony, that ended as follows: ‘‘ There 
is hardly a privilege or right. the American 
woman today enjoys and éxercisés that is not 
due in greater or less_méasure to the work 
of the pioneer woman suffragists. At last 
the world is slowly coming to a realization 


noble band, whose self-imposed mission was 
the rescue of a sex from the degradation of 
subjection to a finite being, who was him- 
self dwarfed by the tyranhy that he exer- 
cised. It is partly as a tribute to Miss An- 
thony that these few words are written, and 
also to emphasize the fact that the momen- 
tous change involved in granting women the 
right of suffrage is coming on.”’ 


Get the Laws They Want. 

No women in the United States have such 
cause for rejoicing over the action of the 
legislatfre of their state as those of Col- 
orado. They point with considerable pride 
as well as amusement to the fact that, while 
not one measure demanded by the planks of 
either party platform was enacted into law, 
almost every bill was passed in which the 
women were especially interested. In mat- 
‘ters for the public good they generally unite 
without regard to party affiliations. Among 
these were bills providing for a juvenile 
court and making more stringent the com- 
pulsory school law. It is believed now that 
this state has the most enlightened and per- 
fect system in existence for dealing with 
youthful offenders. Another regulates the 
conditions of employment of women and chil- 
dren, and prohibits the employment of the 
latter under the age of 14. Others which the 
women either presented or strongly indorsed 
afford greater protection to birds and in- 
crease the appropriation for the humane 
society; repeal the law allowing girls of the 
dndustrial school to be indentured and make 
it a misdemeanor to entice them away; im- 
prove in many respects the provisions for 
schools, already excellent; increase the time 
of residence necessary in a town to secure

only his wife and children, but his parents 
if necessary.

On the first floor are 
located the reception and sitting rooms, the 
reading room, the little chapel, where morn- 
ing and evening prayer is read, and Father 
Chattin’s office, with the housekeeper’s 
room, dining room, etc. 

The floors are nicely carpeted and on the 
walls. are a Jew good pictures. In the read- 
ing room aré several well filled book cases. 
There is a piano, to which the boys have 
access under certain restrictions. The sleep- 
ing rooms are on the second and third floors 


and there is a roof garden, where each boy \ 


is allowed to indulge his taste in gardening. 
This is a favorite resort of hot evenings. 
The sleeping rooms are plainly furnished. 
They are uncarpeted, about the only fur- 
niture being the small beds. These are taken 
care of by the boys themselves and they 
are scrupulously clean. The boys have free 
access to all parts of the house just as if 
they were living in a private home. | 


Most of Them Half Orphans. 
Neerly all the children are half orphans, 
one parent being dead. They are provided 
with everything they need, the parents con- 
tributing something to their support if pos- 
sible. It is a nonsectarian institution, any 
child from the age of 6 to 16 in need of a 


home is admitted without-regard to thé re- . 


ligious belief of its parents. 

Breakfast is served from 6:30 to 7 a. m., 
dinner at noon, and supper at 5 o'clock for 
the younger boys; the older boys dine with 
Father Chattin at 6:30 p. m.

They are 
trained in industrial pursuits. There is a

The object of this home is 
to furnish to the young men and boys who 
come to the city in search of employment 
a safe and homelike boarding place.

While the rates charged are reasonable, 


being from $2 to $3 a week, still the young |}. 


men might get as cheap board elsewhere, 
but they could not find the wholesome food, 
the cleanliness, the pleasant surroundings, 
the home atmosphere. The two houses are 
now thrown together and both the young 


men and the boys have free access to all 


parts of both homes. : 

At 6:30 p. m. the young men and older boys 
assemble in the dining room for the evening 
meal. Father Chattin sits,at the head of the 
tables. There is much joking and laugh- 
ing and talking over the events of the day. 

After dinner there is a short service in the 
chapel; then all disperse, some to play, oth 
to read. The musically inclined seek th 
piano. There are some fine voices, which 
Father Chattin is training for his choir. The 
young men, if they desire, are permitted to 
smoke. All are expected to be in by 10 
o'clock unless special permission has been 
given. 

Last summer a friend loaned the boys his 
farm, with a sixteen room farmhouse, for 
their use during the summer months.

The piece 
is one of the best both as regards text and 
music that the Studebaker has ever brought 
forward, and the performance now given, 
while the personnel of the company is almost 
entirely changed—Mr. Meyer and Mr. Wooley 
are the only “ originals’ still retained—is in 
many respects the equal of those offered here 
in the past, and in certain details is even 
better. The second act, for example, has 
never been pictorially as pleasing as at pres- 
ent, the costumes now used in the opening 
scenes being far and away the most attract- 
ive ever shown. 

The performance as a whole goes with ad- 
mirable spirit and vim, and is merry and 
bright from start to’finish. Mr. Deshon, who 
has the title réle, is a bright little funmaker 
who can tickle his audience’s risibilities just 
by a look, can sing a topical song in fair 


fashion, and can make the point of a joke 


clear without yelling it. 

Miss Williams is an unusually satisfactory 
Piola, playing the part with no end of anima- 
tion and dash, and singing the music of the 
part with a voice which, albeit somewhat 
oversupplied with the tremolando, is agree- 
able in quality and effective, especially in its 
higher registers. 

Miss Emory makes a reasonably good look- 
ing Queen Lili, but her singing is scarcely 
enjoyable, the voice being naturally not bad, 
but faulty tone production making it hard, 
metallic, and harsh. 

The role of Angela has never been in com- 
petent hands in any petformance “ King 
Dodo ’’ has ever had in Chicago, and it now is 
faring just as it ever has. There is some 
pretty music in the part, and just why Mr. 
Savage intrusts it to incompetent singers isa 
mystery. 

Miss Peebles is a charming Annette,‘being 
in many respects superior to any of her pred- 
ecessors in the role. She is a young come- 
dienne who would seem to have a future of 
bright promise. Mr. Meyer and Mr. Wooley 
are as satisfactory as ever in their familiar 
roles of Mudge and Dr. Fizz, and Mr. Ander- 
son, although somewhat callow, is fairly ac- 
ceptable as Pedro and Mr. Carter inoffensive 
as Bonilla.. 

The matinée performance of ‘“ Hamlet” 
given last Monday afternoon at Powers’ the- 
ater by the young women students of the 
Anna Morgan school was not without its 
points of interest and merit. The undertak- 
ing was, of course, an extremely ambitious 
one—one the wisdom of which might with 
justice be questioned—but, being entered 
upon, the manner in which it succeeded 
proved ability on the part of the amateurs 
engaged in it and evidenced earnest prepara- 
tion by those who had the performance in 
charge. 

Indeed, the fact that it succeeded at all is 
proof of no small degree of competency. The 
magnitude of the play itself is sufficient to 
awaken terror in the hearts of the youthful 
player, and the unusual conditions of larger 
stage and auditorium would alone suffice to 
make easily excusable any hesitancy, slip 
of memory, or actual breakdowns that came 
to pass in the course of a performance. 
Nothing of this kind was noted on Monday, 
the voices of the young women carrying well 
to all parts of-the house, the lines being 
spoken with commendable accuracy and dis- 
tinctness, and the gestures and movements.

Miss Bradley, who aseumed the réle of the 
prince, is evidently the possessor of dramatic 
talent, and, while it is not believed that she 
ever will find in Hamlet a part that will win 
her fame—no woman has ever awakened any 
emotion higher than that of curiosity by as- 
suming the character—yet it is not fmproba- 
bie that were she fittingly cast she could com- 
mand attention an@ approval Her reading 
of the lines showed that she has intelligence, 
a fair amount of temperament, and a speak- 
ing voice that ile agreeable ané of corsider- 
able flexibility.

CROP DAMAGE CLAIMS AND BUY- 
ING ORDERS START ADVANCE. 


Kansas and Oklahoma Encourage 
Ball Sentiment, While French Im- 
port Daty Reduction Is a Factor — 
Heavy Country Sales to Arrive 
Weaken Corn—Weather Still Unfa- 
vorable for Oats. 


Insistent reports from St. Louis of serious 
damage to the winter wheat crop over @ 
wide area, liberal buying orders from there, 
and a sharp advance in that market of 1\%c 
divided importance yesterday with the possi- 
bility of a reduction in the French import 
duty as bullish factors in the wheat market. 
There was an easy opening on indifferent 
foreign cables, but there was little pressure 
on the market and a broad general demand 
developed, resulting in a fair upturn in all 
deliveries. July sold to 73%c, the highest 
point since January, after touching 72%-%c 
early, and closed at the top price, sellers, at 
@ gain of %c for the day. September ad- 
vanced \%c to Tic, and May sold up to 79%¢c, 
closing at 79%c, a gain of %c. 

There were other market helps, notably 
the large clearances of 958,000 bu and a 
good export demand at the seaboard, which 
reported sales of 326,000 bu, large for a short 
session. There was a fair shipping demand 
at Duluth, also with sales of 100, bu for 
direct export and 100,000 bu more c. |. f. Buf- 
falo. There was no rain on the Pacific coast, 
and buying orders from San Francisco were 
reported. Some of the crop complaints re- 
ported serious damage in Oklahoma and the 
Indian territory, while other complaints re- 
ferred to the sections of Missouri, Indiana, 
and Illinois known to have suffered consid- 
erable damage. 


All Sorts of Crop News. 

There were contradictions in the way of 
claims of improving conditions from some of 
the same sections, but the claims of damage 
were positive and the trade inclined to credit 
them because of the liberal buying by the 
southwest. There were contradictions, too, 
of the reported probable reduction of the 
French duty, one house getting direct cables 
that no reduction was likely to be made, but 
Broomhall cabled the French chamber of 
deputies had demanded a reduction of 50 
per cent in the duty, and the houses which 
have had the news of the probable reduction 
were liberal buyers. 

The trade was large, with the southwest 
buying the chief speculative feature, but an- 
other important one was the apparent lack 
of pressure on July for Armour account. 
| Talk from that quarter was bearish on wheat 
at the opening, and the pit trade was more 
than ever convinced that it had no long July 
wheat left to market. There will be a re- 
duction in local stocks, shipments for the 
week, 1,085,000 bu, compared with receipts 
of 421,000 bu.

Easy Tone in Corn. 

Fair and warmer weather throughout the 
corn belt, apparently an ideal condition for 
planting and growth, inclined farmers and 
country dealers to sell cash corn freely, and 
acceptances by the country on Friday night's 
bid were estimated as high as 1,000,000 bu 
and were certainly heavy. Bvery elevator 
and receiving house doing business in IIli- 
nois had a good deal of corn to sell and 
their offerings made a weak market, the 
support scattered and not aggressive. De- 
ferred deliveries lost %c, the July going to 
a discount of 4-%c under May, which closed 
%c lower at 4c. The decline was checked 
by the strength In wheat, which led to some 
covering by shorts. The cash market was 
unchanged to ‘4c lower, but the shipping 
demand was affected by the refusal of sev- 
eral roads east of Buffalo to accept grain 
freight. Sales were about 125,000 bu. Clear- 
ances were light—42,000 bu—and the sea- 
board reported only 56,000 bu sold for ex- 
port. There were 255 cars inspected in, with 
23 contract, 80,000 bu No. 2 inspected out 
of private houses, and 53,000 bu loaded out 
of store. Estimated for Monday, 160 cars. 
Receipts for the week were 1,474,000 bu and 
shipments, 1,965,000 bu, so there will be 
another reduction in local stocks. Primary 
receipts were 447,000 bu, compared with 179,- 
000 bu last year. The forecast was for con- 
tinued fair weather in Illinois and Indiana, 
from sections of which states have come 
complaints that the ground is too dry for 
plowing.

Hogs were quoted 5c lower at the 
opening and product prices were unchanged 
to about this much lower. As receipts were 
only 11,000, the conditions were construed 
as reflecting a good deal of indifference to 
the markét in packing circles. Estimated 
this week, 148,000. The eight western pack- 
ing points made a relatively better showing 
on receipts of 40,500 head, as compared with 
28,800 a week ago and 44,100 last year. The 
liverpool market was unchanged. The 
smaller movement of meats and lard shows 
the Hight cash demand. Meat shipments were 
1,119,000 lbs, as compared with 2,296,400 lbs 
a year ago. making 8,236,500 Ibs for the week, 
as compared with 12,893,400 lbs last year.

[It would be natural 
for the Frenchmen who might think they had 
inside information as to the proposed reduc- 
tion to buy as much wheat as possible before 
the news became general.

Argentine Corn Hurt. 

According to a letter from Lenders, the 
London grain dealer, the bad weather in Ar- 
gentina @uring the corn harvest has had a 
miore serious effect on the quality of the crop 
than was supposed. He says: “ The per- 
sistent bad weather in Argentina has, there 
is little doubt, played havoc with the con- 
dition of the mew corn crop, so that the 
quantity available for shipment, especially 
during the near months, has been consid- 
erably curtailed. There is the greatest diffi- 
culty in fulfilling April contracts, and many 
shippers have bought back their May con- 
tracts, some at a considerable loss. Little 
maize will be shipped during May, and this 
deficiency must be made up in some other 
Girectiom. Of course, a return of favorable 
weather in Argentina would make a consid- 
erable difference, but a good deal of the 
Gamage already done is, we fear, irre- 
parable.”’ This theory receives some cor- 
roboration in the decreased shipments of 
corn from Argentina, 672,000 bu for the week, 
compared with 1,830,000 bu the previous week 
and 990,000 bu last year. 

“An important feature of the week in 
wheat,” says Harris-Gates, “has been the 
evident evening up operations of the leading 
speculative holder. It has been apparent 
that this interest is getting out of the mar- 
ket. Not only has it been selling July and 
buying back September. but it hag also been 
willing to sell all the May that was wanted 
around certain figures. Meanwhile the cash 
position is strengthening. Stocks-northwest 
are decreasing so rapidly, while seaboard 
supplies are gaining so slowly, that com- 
petent authorities expect to see a further 
widening of the difference between July and 
September rather than a narrowing, as has 
been popularly anticipated.”

A boat 
followed him when he left Dover at 8 o'clock one morning. 
By six o’clock next evening he was in sight of Cape Gris-Nez, 
but when six miles from shore he became exhausted and was 
taken in the boat. 

The legend relates how Leander swam the Hellespont 
every evening to meet Hero on the other shore, Lord Byron 
repeated Leander’s feat May 3, 1810. The strait of Messing 
was crossed by a Sicilian brigand who was followed by the 
gendarmes. In 1875 Capt. Webb swam across the Calis 
pass, though he was forced to put forth the greatest effort 

An intrepid swimmer, Webb had been brought up asa 
cabin boy on a training ship. It is told he used to amum 
himself by jumping into the sea from the deck of the sip 
while under full sail. On the 25th of August, 1875, having 
first rubbed his body with oil, he started out from Doverm 
companied by three boats ready to help him if needed & 
reached Calais totally exhausted, having spent twentpm 
hours and forty-four minutes in the water. Ejlght jan 
afterwards Webb perished in an attempt to shoot the ray 
of Niagara Falls. :

The bride's family chooses, supplies, and pays for the 
wedding cake. They also send out cake and cards, when this 
is done at all, but it is a custom that is rapidly falling into 
disuse. 

It is not expected that any one should send a wedding 
present until the date of the marriage is settled. To fix it is 
the time honored privilege of the bride. All arrangements 
connected with the wedding are made by the family of the 
bride. 

It would not be in good taste to send a wedding present im 
mediately on receipt of the invitation to the wedding. “This 
would have too much the air of a quid pro quo. A few days

The invita- 
tions must, in such cases, be modified to suit the circum- 
stances. If the bride's father be a widower, the invitations 
are sent out in his name. Should he be married again the 
stepmother’s name appears with his in the invitation. 

The bride’s family provide at their own expense the car- 
riages in which the whole party staying in the house are 
conveyed to and from church, The family also pays for the 
floral adornment of the church and for the erection of an

This has been done on several 
occasions at weddings in high society. The old rule that the 
best man should be unmarried is now a dead letter. 

The bridegroom chooses his ushers from his most intimate 
bachelor acquaintances, although lately married men have 
acted as ushers at some of the smartest weddings. If the 
bride has unmarried brothers they are usually asked to be 
ushers. Sometimes an unsuccessful suitor is included as the 
* bride’s usher.”” The bridegroom consults the bride about 
the bridemaids’ bouquets. It would be a mistake to decide 
on these without doing so. He sometimes gives the bride's 
mother a bouquet. He has to provide the carriage in which 
he and his newly made wife drive to the station on their 
departure for their honeymoon. It should be a quict’y ap- 
pointed carriage with nothing to suggest a wedding about it. 
Few persons like to be proclaimed as new!y married on their 
wedding day. 

Bridegrooms sometimes forget to offer an arm to the bride 
when the marriage ceremony is over, and they have to walk 
to the vestry. This is, in a way, excusable, for t. whole 
affair seems like a dream, but the poor bride does not like it. 

A bridegroom often seems to experience some difficulty 
about his hands during the ceremony. He does not know 
what to do with them.

All the guests assemble to see the departure of the happy 
couple, shaking hands with them and loading them with good 
wishes. It used to be the custom to thrown an old white satin 
slipper after them for luck, but that has fallen into disuse. 
Rice throwing is productive of many untoward accidents, 
in one instance a grain of it getting into the bridegroom's eye 
and causing him a week of great suffering, Dut has not been 
abandoned. Some of it lurks about and betrays the bride and 
bridegroom to fellow travelers, and this is disagreeable. A 
shower of rose leaves is pretty and harmless, for any one, 
without being newly married, may always Wear roses, and it 
is a poetic way of expressing “ farewell” 

The length of the honeymoon has greatly altered of late. 
Instead of a month it has sometimes @windled down to two or 
three days. In.one case, a bride of Tuesday Was present at the 
marriage of a bride of the following Saturday! A happy 
couple who are genuinely in love with each other do not fin¢ 
a month of téte-a-téte solitude too long, but even a week oj 
it must be intensely wearisome to the ™an or woman who has 
married without any better motive than expediency. Some 
times a six months’ tour is planned for the honeymoon.

Keeping Well in Summer.

Remember that in the summer time the summer air is 
both a disinfectant arfd a medicine. Its free circulation drives 
away floating germs, while its tonic effects upon the lungs and 
system are undisputed. |

HE most interesting part of the entire body 

is the face. , 

} The face remains constantly uncovered; 
every one can observe it as frequently and as 
minutely as he likes, and knows the least 
‘shortcomings of his own face without being 
able, perhaps, to explain them. 

. We are so accustomed to judge beauty by 
the face that if it is pretty we forget all the defects of the 
body, while, on the contrary, all advantages of the physique 
are powerless to atone for a poor. face. 

The upper maxillary—that is, the upper jaw bone—forms 
the central point about which are grouped all the other bones 
of the face. They form, with the intermaxillary, the upper 

’ border of the mouth and the lower border of the nose. The 
eyes, the mouth, and the nose, the most important parts of 
the face, depend intimately upon the development of the 
upper maxillary. 

If the upper maxillary is broad and short and placed 
obliquely all the other parts of the face are broadened and 
shortened into the negro type of face. 

If, on the contrary, the upper maxillary is narrow and 
takes a more nearly vertical position, the mouth is put into 
less prominence and the nose i8 rendered more slender and 
longer.. 

The combination of these various elements affords the 
greatest variety in the conformation of the face. It is evident 
that the owher facia! bones play a more or less important rdéle. 
But the upper maxillary is by far the most important of 
them ali. 


Most Favorable Combination. 

We must now ask what is the most favorable combina- 
tion. Here we take our position in a debate which hag fired 
men for a long time and which is discussed with arguments 
of the greatest variety. It is said that the European always 
favors the EXuropean, the Chinese the Chinese, in a question 
of beatty, and it is pretended that the conception of beauty is 
personal and impossible to define.

tiERE was a time when the cause of nearly all 
human ailments was ascribed to colds. The 
slightest indisposition as well as the severest 
sickness was accounted for in this way. As 
science has advanced fis theory has gradually 
been forced into the ckground, and another 
now holds the fleld—namely: the theory that 
disease is caused by minute animal and plant 
organisms—bacteria and protozoéns. It will be 
hard, however, to convince such persons as have passed 
through a severe sickness originating with a simple cold that 
disease is caused by these organisms and not by colds. Of 
course there is unquestionably such a thing as “colds” and 
diseases which spring from neglected colds, and it is the pur- 
pose of this article to deal with the prevention of such. 

The normal temperature of the human body is about 98 


' degrees. Nature has provided means for maintaining this 


temperature notwithstanding the variations of the tempera- 
ture of the surrounding atmosphere, and as long as the body 
is in health this is done. As the first of these means we 
might mention the skin. Composed of several layers of cells, 
the outer of which (the epidermis) takes the form of minute, 
horny scales which are poor conductors of heat, the skin is 
effective in regulating the temperature of the body. 


Regulating. Temperature of the Blood. 


Another of the means by which the temperature of the 
body is regulated is the network of small blood vessels with 
Which the skin is supplied. As a further protection the walls 
of these vessels are made of contractile fibers, which con- 
tract under the influence of cold and thus allow less blood to 
come to the surface to be cooled, and expand under the influ- 
ence of heat. When the temperature of the surrounding at- 
mosphere is lower than that of the body the blood gives off 
an amount of heat proportionate to this difference of tempera- 
ture, 

There is, of course, a limit beyond which the skin and its

capillary blood vessels are powerless to protect the body from 
the effects of too sudden changes of temperature, and when 
this limit is overstepped the physiological functions of other 
organs may be disturbed. The farther away from the heart 
the part is which is exposed, the harder it is for the skin 
and capillaries to perform their functions, and hence the 
greater the danger at these points. 


How a Cold Is Caught. 


In other words, we catch a cold when these natural means 
of protection are taxed beyond their limit so as to make it 
impossible for them to prevent a too rapid cooling of the 
blood. What has been said of the skin applies equally as well 
to the mucous membrane lining the nasal passages and the 
throat. It is also plain that the greater the surface* of the 
skin in comparison to the weight of the body, the less effective 
will the above mentioned means be in regulating the tempera- 
ture of the body. | 

This leads us to speak of children, because a new born 
child has three times mere skin surface in comparison with 
the weight of the body than the adult. This proportion is 
continually changing as the child grows, becoming less and 
less until the adult stage is reached. Based on this fact, it 
may be said that the youngest children are three times more 
susceptible to colds than a grown person, and statistics actu- 
ally show that.diseases contracted through colds are in the 
same proportion. Another circumstance which leaves the child 
less protected is the fact that the skin is softer and the epil- 
derma! layer not so well developed as in the adult. 

It being conceded that the main protection against colds 
lies in the elasticity of the capillaries of the skin, it is nat- 
ural that doctors as well as laymen should direct their atten- 
tion towards strengthening this natural means. 

This is what we mean when speaking of promoting hardi- 
ness in children. It is practiced with good results in the 
case of grown persons, and as children-are more open to at- 
from this source than adults it is natural

Conforming to numerous measurements of well formed 


individuals, the general proportions of the normally developed © 


head ought to be such that the vertical axis can be divided 
into three equal parts, from the top of the forehead to the 
upper border of the eyes, from there to the base of the nose. 
from there to the chin. The greatest width below the temple 
should bear the proportion‘of two to three with the length of 
the head.. The left side should be exactly symmetrical with 
the right side. The teeth should be regularly placed, white, 
and polished. The upper teeth should be slightly larger than 
the lower. The muscles of the face add to the fineness of 
the expression. The apparent confusion of their arrange- 
ment is readily dissipated when we remember that they are 
all grouped about the orifices of the face, the eyes, the eara, 
the nose, and the mouth, and that they al) have the functio 

of opening or closing the orifices. The muscles are intef- 
laced, but besides this not only the entire muscle but every 
muscular fiber is capable of independent action. It is in this 
way that the dimples of the cheeks are endowed with separate 
action by a muscular fiber which is contracted in a smile. 
The muscles are the principal factors in expression and 
constitute the fineness and expressive mobility of physiog- 
ngmy, one of woman's perfections. 


4 
Muscles of the Face. 


I shall not attempt to analyze in detail the expression of 
the face, which is the mirror of the soul. However, one pe- 
cularity of the facial muscles may arrest our attention for 
a moment. The extremities of certain muscles are inserted 
in the skin in the region of the forehead, in the wi of the 
nose, in the lips, and in the chin. This arrangemen¥of the 
muscles influences the disposition of adipose gissue on the 
face. This is why, even with stout people, the forehead, nose, 
and chin are not fattened, while the cheeks grow fleshier and 
fleshier. Two muscular fibers run from the wings of the 
nose to the corners of the lips. 

Granting that a certain roundness of form is natural to 
woman and that much fullness is unattractive, these lines 
ought to be marked but lightly. The.dimple in the chin, like 


the dimples of the cheeks, is produced by the tension of the* 


muscles inserted beneath the skin. In Austria we see the

that the experiment should be extended to their case. 
will shortly speak of the method employed, but before doing 
so will mention some of the results reached. 

In the case of a nursing child the experiment is a delicate 
one and often proves injurious. Inded it is only exceptionally 
strong’ children that can stand a cold bath at this tender age 
without injury. The great majority cannot stand it: they 
become pale, weak, subject to stomach troubles and diseases 
of the bronchial tubes and lungs. Nursing children require 
much heat and cannot be deprived of it without serious re- 
sults. Even taking into consideration the highly heat pro- 
ducing nourishment of the young child, the walls of the cap- 
illaries are still so tender and the epidermal layer of tne 
skin so undevelope@® as to afford practically no protection, as 
to be unable to withstand the effects of this “ hardening” 
method. 

When to Begin the Process. 

The hardening process, therefore, should not begin too 
early, not before the middle of the second year, and even then 
pains should bé taken that it is not overdone. From a simple 
cold air bath it should be extended by degrees until the child 
is able to stand a cold sponge bath and finally the cold bath. 
If the child seems to endure this treatment and grow and 
have a generally robust appearance its use may safely be 
extended. 

But great care must be exercised, for even in the case of 
the most robust child a certain limit cannot be exceeded with- 
out dangerous results. It should not be carried to thé point 
where its use would seem to be a positive abuse of the child. 
To unduly expose a child in a raw and cold atmosphere with 
a view to making it strong and robust will not only fail to 
produce the desired result, but it is decidedly detrimental. 
The purple colored skin of such a child tells only too plainly 
of weakened physical powers and a dwarfed soul It must be 
remembered this condition of affairs does not increase the 
elasticity of the blood vessels, but impairs their function,

The adipose tissue of the cheeks gives the face its round- 
ness, and its final regular ovalness, at least as long as the 
skin preserves its elasticity.

The ball of the eye reaches its growth at the age of eight 
years and is about the same with all persons. The apparent 
difference depends more or less on the length of the eye and 
the position of the eye to the fore or to the back. Besides, 
dark eyes always appear larger than light eyes. Finally, 
the impression of size depends much on the néighboring 
parts,

Beauty of the Eyebrows... 


The eyebrows are situated at the border of the eye 
cavity and the base of the forehead. Large eyes being one 
of the secondary feminine characteristics, the more arched 
the eyebrows tthe more beautiful they are considered. 

It is impossible to give a scientific reason for the popular 
idea that long eyebrows, which extend to the side and which 
are separated in the middle, are considered beautiful.

the blood vesgela may be strengthened so as to become more 
efficient in protecting the deeper seated organs from the sud- 
den variations of atmospheric temperature, and thus lessen 
the chances of catching a cold. 


Should Be Introduced Gradually. 


As a general rule, then, we may say that the “ harden- 
ing ’’ treatment should not be begun too early; it should. be 
introduced gradually and with great care—should not be 
forced—for it must be remembered that not all children of a 
more advanced age can endure the customary methods used. 
This delicate experiment, therefore, should only be practiced 
under’ the supervision of.a physician, and all interested in 
the child should studiously watch results so that things may 
not be overdone. 

A preliminary “ hardening ’’ may be begun in an indirect 
way by reducing the clothing by degrees and exposing the 
child to cooler atmosphere. Cool water may also be applied 
to the skin from time to time. It is important to observe in 
this connection that the vessels contracted by the application 
of cold in this way be not go great as to prevent a reaction 
to set in, for it is in the prompt contraction and expansion 
of the blood vessels under the influence of heat and cold re- 
spectively that their efficiency lies. 

The method to be observed js as follows: 

Begin in the second year after the preliminary sugges- 
tions before mentioned in regard to the reduction of clothing 
and the application of cool water have been carried out. The 
temperature of the water should be 90 to 9% degrees Fahren- 
heit, with a dash of cooler water to finish up with. Then 
a colder water may be applied to a part of the body, 
pr&ferably to the breast, and then wiped with a coarse towel.

Still colder water should now be used for the bath, and if 
the child is robust, finish it up with a cold spray.

Precautions to Be Taken. 


Each cooling process must stop if the child becomes pale, 
loses the appetite, and suffers from stomach troubles—in 
other words, whenever he does not present the picture of 
health. If the process has progressed without any trouble 
the parents will be pleased to know that their offspring is 


well nigh proof against ailments resulting from colds. While ‘ 


this is going on, however, it is important that the child should 
have plenty of wholesome food and fresh air. It is unavailing 
to harden the skin and blood vessels against the attacks 
cold if the blood is deprived of fresh air and made impuf 
by improper and unwholesome food, :

Here, of course, the caa® must 
be applied to the individual child, for there are children who 
cannot stand cold on the throat. 7

Rules for Correct Si 

There follow here the simple rules of correct 
sewing. These rules, obeyed to the letter, make 
sewing an exercise that deepens the chest, that im- 
proves the carriage, that strengthens the back and 


shoulders, that clears the complexion, that bright- | 


ens the eyes. , 
The sewing room should be ventilated perfectly. 


The air in it should be fresh and pure as the air out 
of doors. This is the first and fundamental! rule. 

Three operations go on in the sewing room. They 
are: First, cutting, the seamstress standing at a 
table; second, stitching, seated at a machine; third, 
sewing, with the materia! in the lap. 

Right Bend for Cutting. | 

In cutting, & manner in which the seamstress 
bends over the table is everything. In order that 
she mey bend over correctly she should first take 
for two or three minutes the following “ee easy, 

nd beneficial exercise: 

Stand perfectly erect, the heels together, the 
chin and abdomen in, the chest out, the back 
straight. Now, slowly filling the lungs with air, 
raise the arms, held stiff, front the sides outward 
until the hands meet over the head, and at the time 
the hands meet see to it that the lungs are filled to 
their fullest extent with air. Slowly exhaling the 
air lower the arms to the sides again. Repeat this 


movement twenty times. 


This exercise straightens the back, develops the 
lungs, and gives to the body the precise poise that it 


acquired the proper bodily poise should set to work 
at her cutting table, taking care to bend over only 
from the hips, taking care not to disturb the posi- 
tion of her body and not to bend her knees. Now, 
while she works, her attitude is perfectly healthy. 
Her chest is expanded, her back and neck and knees 
are straight, her abdomen is held in. And hence, 


the longer she bends Wer the table in this pose the 
more good she does. to herself, the more she insures 
to herself a graceful carriage, the more she 
strengthens the muscles that make a graceful car- 
riage permanent.

She should, all through her work, 


should not discontinue it on that account; she 
should realize that her most useful muscles are 
weak, and that by perseverance these muscles will 
be strengthened. Standing properly at the cutting 
table does not cramp the abdomen, and it is abdom- 
inal cramping that causes one of the worst evils of 
sewing—dressmaker’s dyspepsia. 


Don't Sit in Rocking Chair. 

In sitting to sew, with the material on the lap, 
a rocking chair should never be used. A rocking 
chair throws the body out of balance by pitching 
it backward at an unnatural angle. In it the 
muscles of the front of the body—the muscles of the 
chest and diaphragm—are contracted; the chest is 
made hollow, the ribs are pulled down, and the back 
is insensibly rounded. It is impossible to sew cor- 
rectly in a rocking chair. 

A chair with a straight back or a stool should 
be used, and the body should be held in the same 
erect position that the cutting table requires—chin 
and abdomen in, back straight, chest out. Of course 
it is necessary, in sewing on the lap. to bend for- 
ward, but the bending should be done from the 
hips, the back should not be rounded. 

Sewing at the machine, properly conducted, is 
as admirable an exercise as can be devised. . Let the 
seamstress sit erect, bending only at the hips, and 
the rapid pedaling will do her as much good as run- 
ning on a cinder track. The deep breathing that 
has been advised will come of itself now. a color will 
flush the cheeks, the eyes will brighten. But ff she 
fails to sit erect, if she bends her back over the 
machine, the pedaling will injure her: it will de- 
press her diaphragm; it will give her a dull, wearing 
pain in the abdomen, 


Four Principal Rules. 
These, then, reviewed briefly, are the simple 
rules that make sewing a healthful exercise: 
1. Have the sewing room perfectly ventilated. 
2. Before setting to work take the exercise that 
gives the proper poise to the body. :

DISTRESS AT PORT ARTHUR, ONTARIO 
Port Arthur, Ont., May 16.—[Special.]—The 
strike of the Canadian Booze Makers’ union 
has resulted in unprecedented distress in this 
city, which was the first to feel the famine 
in “Scotch and polly.’’ All told, there are 
not more than a thousand bottles of Scoteh 
and native rye in the city, and no immediate 
relief in sight. This small stock will not 
last more than twenty-four hours, and at 
least another day must elapse before a cargo 
j can, be imported from the states. Some idea 
of the impending distress may be gleaned 
from the fact that Port Arthur consumes 
daily 5,000 quarts of rye and Scotch and 10,000 
quarts of polly, and that the destruction of 
this is the chief business of the place.

James Kimbreugh Jones, Aet. 64, 
James Kimbrough, better-known as “ Jim- 
kay,”’ Jones was born in Mississippi in 1839.
